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IHE Troubles in Perſia, occaſioned 
by the Revolt of Efreſ, who was 
an reſolved taymount the Throne of the 


7 | Turks the molt favourable Opportu- 

=. nity to extend their Frontiers on that 
Side, and to invade ſuch Provinces of Perſia, as 
ſeemed to lay moſt convenient for them. Efreff, 
to maintain the Throne which he had ſeized by 
the Murder of the Saphi, had made a Peace with 
the Turks, who to ſecure themſelves of the reſt of 
their Conqueſts, rendered Taurus and ſome other 
Places to the Perſians, and thus thought to 
enjoy their Poſſeſſiqns undiſturbed. But this Tran- 
quility was ſoon interrupted by an unexpected 
Change of Fortune: Zfreff enjoyed the Fruit of 
his Treachery but a ſhort Time; for, the Son of 


the depoſed Sophi having found Means to re- aſ- 
ſemble a Body of 40000 Men, gave the Command 


thereof to Thomas Kauli- Kan, who forced 7 to

fly, ſoon after he was taken, and by a cruel “ Death 
atoned for his Rebellion, and the Deſolation he 
had cauſed to his Country. 
Tur Treaty concluded with Efref, natural! 
_ ceaſed with his Death; moreover, the young Sophi 
not conſenting to part with what the Turks had 
ſeized from him during the Uſurpation, demanded 


a Reſtitution of all their Conqueſts, and refuſed 


Peace upon all other Conditions : The Turks again 
could not well determine how to part with what had 
coſt them ſo much Blood and Treaſure, and it 
ſeemed difficult to reconcile theſe Intereſts fo oppo- 
fite to one another. Kouli- Kan F in the mean time, 
at the Head of a victorious Army of Rebels, and 
animated by his Succeſs, would not ſlacken the Fire 
of his Valour, for he found himſelf to have a Con- 
ſiderable Advantage over the Turks, who, thinking 


themſelves ſecure by the late Peace, had neglected 


to ſupply theſe Frontiers with ſufficient Troops 
and Proviſions: But the better to ſurprize them, 
the Sophi ſent an Embaſſador to Conſtantinople, un- 
der Colour of concluding a new Treaty, tho' he 
had no other Commiſſion -than to demand the 
Reſtitution of all the Turktiþ Conqueſts, and all 
the Per/ians they had made Slaves of. | 
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* Having been taken in one of his Fortreſſes near the City of 
Shiras, he was conducted thither, and having been expoſed naked 
in a publick Place, he was tore in Pieces with Horſe-Combs, till 


he expired. 


+ He is a Tar#i/} Subject born, but engag'd himſelf in the 


Pei an Service, and after having overthrown the Uſurper Efreꝙ. 
and recover'd the greateſt Part of the Tarkiþ Conqueſts, be him- 
ſelf ſtain'd his great Actions, in procuring the Death of the young 
Sophi, and cauſing himſelf to be proclaim'd King of Perfia in his 

ſtead. This ſhews how difficult it is to reſiſt the Temptations af- 
ter a Throne, where one has Power enough to uſurp it.

Taz Perſian Embaſſador being arrived at Cen- 
ſtantinople in June, 1730, was received with all 
the Tokens of Honour, and had already commen- 
ced to treat with the Grand Vizir, when on a ſud- 
den News was brought of the Perſians having a- 
gain begun Hoſtilities. This put an end to the 
Conferences; a Watch was ſet over the Embaſla- 
dor, a War declared again ; and, either from a 
real Deſign, or with a View to frighten the Ene- 
my by the ſignal Preparations for this War, the 
Sultan and Vizir reſolved to put themſelves upon a 
March, to ſhew that they were determined to head 
the Army. They left Conſtantinople the 3d of 
Auguſt, with a Pomp and Train more fit for 
Shew than a military Expedition, and encam 
at Scutari, under Pretext of ſtaying there till 
every Thing ſhould be ready for continuing their 
March. 

. NoTwiTHSTANDING all theſe Demonſtrations, 
the Court was wavering, whether they ſhould con- 
tinue their March, or return to Conſtantinople. 
This Irreſolution raiſed the Murmurs of the Sol- 
diers, who found themſclves prejudiced ; for thoſe 
that were deſigned for this Expedition, had ruined 
themſelves by the Expences for ſo long a March, 
and having abandoned their Shops, and fold their 
Barques to accouter themſelves, grew diſcontented, 
not only on account of the unneceſſary Expences, but 
alſo the Joſs of the daily Profits they might reap 
from their Labours ; for it is known to be a cul- 
tomary Thing for the Tyrki/b Soldiers to exerciſe 
ſome Trade or other. 

Trzse Murmurs at laſt broke out into a Re- 
bellion : But long before this, a general Diſcontent 
to the Goverment was obſerved as well amon 
the Troops as the People, and it was publickly faid, 
that it was moſt plain to ſee a Rebellion come on. 
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The Scarcity of Proviſions which had been felt a 
reat while; the raiſing the Price upon every 
Thing; the Miſery of the whole Country, reduced 
for want of Commerce; the great number of 
Taxes, and the Vexations on account of the Troops 
ſent to the Frontiers of Per/ia, where it was faid 
they had already made a ſort of Revolt, had cau- 
ſed a general, Diſguſt among the Populace : The 
reſtitution of Taurus, after the Effuſion of fo much 
Blood of Muſelmen, had diſmayed the Soldiery : 
The News of renewing a War with the Perſians 
(always difagreeable and often fatal to the Turks) 
had kindled Sedition in their Minds, and waited 
only for an Opportunity to give their Griefs a 
Flight: The particular Diſcontents of the poor 
Soldiers; the We Intrigues, as was believed, of 
ſome Lawyers and Eccleſiaſticks, againſt the 
Miniſtery, and the Uneaſineſs of ſome Wretches 
that delighted in Viciſſitudes, to mend their Con- 
dition, made them fear that theſe were Pretences 
for railing a Rebellion. 25 

Tus Inſtruments for this Sedition were moſt mi- 
ſerable ones. Patrona Kalil of Albania, who ſold old 
Cloths about the Streets, Muſſab a Fruit-Seller, and 
Emir Hali not of much ſuperior Rank with the 
former, were the Agents which Providence had 
ſingled out for producing this great Event, ſo ſin- 
gular in its Circumſtances, that it deſerves to be 
tranſmitted to Poſterity, as a proper Example to 
Perſons in high Truſt, who, however diſtinguiſhed, 
ought never to forget their mean Extraction, but 
endeavour to merit a genetal Approbation, as 
always ſurrounded with proper Perſons to puni 
their evil Adminiſtration 3 like Patrona and his 
Companions, who however incapable they appeared 
for ſo great an Enterprize, did nevertheleſs, 
oblige the Sultan Achmet III. to renounce the

Turs Patrona Kalil * formerly had been a Ma- 
riner, but afterwards took Service among the Jani- 
zaries; and having laid out his whole Subſtance 
(about 200 Piaſtres) in Arms, Cloths and other 
Things, to ſell them in the Campain againſt the 
Perſians, which now ſeemed ſuſpended, he thought 
upon forming ſome Diſturbance, by favour of 
which he might retrieve his Fortune; to which he 
was the more inclined, as he knew there were a 
great many Male - Contents both among the Troops 
and the People, and thought it therefore an eaſy 
Matter to light the Coals for a general Conflagra- 
dion. | 

Hz therefore provided Liquors and other Things 
necefary for an Entertainment, and having invited 
his Confidents and Friends, about 12 in Number, 
in the midſt of their Mirth told them, That it bad 
been revealed to him in a Dream, to defeat the Mi- 
niftery, and to depoſe the Grand Signor himſelf, who 
had render'd themſelves Tyrants, and who by the 
feigned Marches againſt the Perſians had ruined the 

Militia, to whom they hag cauſed great Expences, 
when at the ſame time they only thought of diverting 
themſelves : That therefore he was reſolved to pus 
himſelf at the Head of the Male-Contents, to diſpla 
a Colour, and to invite the Muſelmen to his Aft- 
flance; and that he required nothing elſe of them 
than being aſſociated in the accompliſhing jo lauda- 
ble a Deſign. The whole Company applauded

his Reſolution ; and having engaged themſelves by 
a ſolemn Oath faithfully to aſſiſt one another, they 
fixed upon Thurſday, Sept. 28, as the Day for the 
Execution thereof. ON. 

Evexy thing being thus ſettled, they aſſembled 
themſelves firſt in ſmall Numbers, about nine in 
the Morning, at a Place oppoſite the Moſque of 
Sultan Bajazet, and there agreed to divide them 
ſelves into three Bands: The firſt, to croſs the Be/-/- 
ſtein, * which is the Place of all the richeſt Merchan- 
dizes. The Second, to paſs through the Port of 
Bacha-Capi ; > The Third, to meet in Divan Joleu- 
Street ; © from thence, after being joined, to meet 
at Et-Meidan. * Accordingly Patrona's Party ſet 
out firſt, with Sabres in their Hands, and a flying 
Colour, crying every where, That the Merchants 
and Tradeſmen ſhould ſhit their Shops, and that 
every true Muſelman ſhould follow their Colour to 
the Place of Et-Meidan, where the jujt Complaints 
againſt the preſent Miniſtery would be communicated 
to them. The two other Parties having done the 
fame in their March, the Confuſion ſoon ſpread 
over the whole City: The Shops were immediately 
- ſhut ; but the greateſt Part of the Turks, inftead 
of meeting at the Place of Rendezvous, hid them- 
ſelves in their Houſes, and the Chriſtians as well as 
the Jets thought proper to do the ſame. 

DurinG theſe Troubles at Conſtantinople, the 
Sultan and the Grand Vizir were at Scutari: Mu-

ſtapha Captain Pacha and Camaican, * whoſe Bu- 
ſineſs it ſhould have been to be more than ordinary 
watchful over the Publick Tranquility in the 
Abſence of the Prince and his Miniſter, was alſo 
not in Town, and employ'd himſelf in ſeeing Tu- 
lips planted at his Country Houſe ſituate near the 
Dardanels, on the Streights of the Black Sea: The 
Reis Effendi was likewiſe in one of his Houſes on 
the ſame Canal, where, eaſy and of a natural Indo- 
lence, he look'd upon the News of theſe Commo- 
tions as inſignificant and fabulous ; So that no Per- 
ſons of Authority were at hand to quel theſe Dif- 
orders, except the Aga of the Janizaries, and the 
Kiaia of the Grand Vizir. The latter, who feared 
the Fury of the Multitude moſt, as ſoon as he was 
informed of this Inſurrection, loſt his Courage, 
and embarking near his Palace, fled to 7pys : The 
Aga of the Janizaries, a venerable Man for his Age, 
hearing of the Diſorder, immediately drew up his 
ordinary Guard, and march'd againſt the Rebels, 
with a Deſign either to diſperſe them, or to prevail 
upon them by good Words ; but ſeeing that his 
Preſence did only aggravate them, and his Guard, 
far from being diſpoſed to aſſiſt him, murmur'd 
themſelves for not joining with the Rebels; and 
being likewiſe informed that another ſeditious Party 
was advancing to pillage his Palace, he eſcaped 
from the Crowd, diſguiſed himſelf, and paſs'd to 
Scutari, where he ſhut himſelf up in one of his 
Houſes, without making any Report to the Grand 
Vizir of what had happen'd, for fear of being 
kill'd on the Spot, for not having prevented or 
ſuppreſſed this Commotion in its Infancy.

-- Tix the mean time the Rebels increaſed more and 
more, they forc'd all the Turks they met in their 
Way, threatning thoſe with Inftant Death that 
refuſed to follow them; and actually kill'd ſeve- 
ral, who rather choſe to be ſlain, than betray their 
Fidelity to their Sovereign. They went afterwards 
to the Quarter of the Spahis, where they found 
Muskets, Sabres, Darts and other military Uten- 
fils, which they ſeized. Then they forced the Pri- 
ſons, and ſtrengthen'd themſelves by the Number 
of all thoſe that had been confined. Moreover, 
all ſuch as had not yet dared to declare, did no 
longer delay to range themſelves under their Co- 
lours, ſince they had ſeen ſuch favourable Begin- 
nings ; ſo that the next Night the Rebels were in. 
creaſed to above 2000, obſerving withal an exact 
_ Diſcipline, patroling every where, and proteſting 
that they intended to hurt no body, and that they 
had taken up Arms for no other Deſign than to 
deliver themſelves from a corrupted and tyrannical 
Miniſtery. 
. -Txvs the Sedition had already made a great 
Progreſs, before the Grand Vizer had any Know- 
ledge thereof; for thoſe that were come to Scutarz, 
and only ſeen the Sparks of this great Combuſtion, 
reported, That ſome Vagabonds had been fighting 
at Beſeſtein, and that of courſe the frighten'd Mer- 
chants had ſhut their Shops; but that the Aga of 
the Janizaries with his Guard had diſperſed the 
Mobb, and that nothing more need be feared. 
Thus, deceived by falſe Reports, he did not come 
to the Truth till about Four o' Clock in the After- 
noon, when the Mufti, the Camaican, the Kiaia 
and other Principal Miniſters and Officers arrived 
to give him an Account. The Camaican, among 
other Excuſes ſaid, That having between Ten and 
Eleven o' Clock in the Morning got Intelligence of 


an 
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an Uproar in Conſtantinople, he returned immedi- 
ately, and went on Horſe- back, in order to re- eſta- 
bliſh Publick Tranquility, but that as he order'd 
the Shops to be open'd, the Rebels who follow'd 
him compell'd the People to ſhut 'em again, and 
not having ſufficient Forces to ſuppreſs their 
Inſolence, he was oblig'd to retire. However, 
it is believed this Officer who paſſed thro? the Mid- 
dle of the Rebels without pretending to have them 
ſeen, play'd this rigs in hopes, that if the Sedi- 
tion ſhould not ceaſe without the Death of the 
Vizir and his Kiala, he then might ſucceed in mak- 
ing himſelf Vizir : But his tragical End will ſoon 
fhew that he was deceived in his Views. | n 
HowsoEveR, as ſoon as Information was given of 
the miſchievous Turn of this Affair, the Grand 
Vizir call'd a Divan: But the Opinions were ſo di- 
vided that they continued deliberating till night; 
and the only Concluſion was, to call a freſh Coun- 
ci] in Prefence of the Sultan. The Reſult of their 
laſt Reſolution was, That it ſeem'd neceſſary the 
rand Signor and his whole Court ſhould return to 
Conſtantinople, to be at hand to remedy every thing 
with leſs Diſſiculty. This was directly agreed to: 
But before they embarked, the Sultan was willing 
to have the Advice of his Siſter Hattiga, for which 
he always had a particular Regard. Among o- 
ther Councils which this Princeſs gave him in ſo 
dangerous a Situation, ſhe recommended to him, 
to have all his Miniſters about him, that in Caſe 
the Rebels ſhould demand one of them, he by de- 
livering him might preſerve his Family and his own 
Perſon from all Inſults. | 
AccokpM to this Advice, the Grand Signor, 
attended by all his Miniſters, went on Board at 
Midnight, at that Point of the Seraglio called Top- 
8 + x hs . Capi; 
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Capi *; and being arrived in the Imperial Cham- 
ber, he ſeated himſelf in a Corner of the Sopha, 
where he could overhear every thing that was 
ſpoke in the Room adjoining. Here the Grand 
Vizir had invited the principal Minitters, the 
Judges, and the Grandees of the Empire, again 
to conſider what courſe to take in ſo urgent an Ex- 
tremity : But they were ſtill more divided, and in 
more Confuſion at this than the firſt Deliberation ; 
the fatal Hour for changing the Government being 
come, all the Reſolutions ſerv'd only to haſten the 
Ruin. Indeed they all agreed that the Number 
of the Rebels being ſtill inconſiderable, there 
might be Hopes to defeat them; and that a ſtrong 
Body of Troops ought to be diſpatch'd to attack 
them before they ſhould become more formidable. 
This Advice, tho* it was the beſt, and the only 
one, provided it had been immediately put in Exc- 
cution, ſeem'd not ſo to the Sultan, who would 
firſt try another Expedient before he ſhould lay 
hold of this. 

Thus, by break of Day, Achmet diſpatch'd the 
Aſſeki Aga b to Ei-Meigdan, to bid the Rebels to 
retire, and to threaten them with Death, if they 
ſhould not directly ſeparate themſelves: But 
this made not the leaſt Impreſſion upon them: 
Their Anſwer was, That they were aſſembled there 
for the Good and Honour of the State; That they had 
juſt Remonſtrances to lay before their Sovereign; and 
' that they would not lay down their Arms till they had 
Tuſtice done them. I he Sultan, incens'd at this ob- 
ſtinate Anſwer, turn'd in a violent Paſſion to the

Grand Vizir, and accuſed him of being the Cauſe 
of all the Diſorder : The Grand Vizir again laid 
all the Blame upon the Camaican, and loaded him 
with moſt bitter Reproaches, in the Preſence of 
Achmet : How can you ſuffer, Signor, ſaid he, that 
a Man ſo vile and miſerable as he, ſbould ſtill enjoy 
ſeeing the Light? The Sultan, ſurpriz'd at theſe 
Words, inſtantly ordered the Camaican into Cuſto- 
dy; and then gave his Opinion about the Meaſures 
he thought proper to take in the preſent Situation 
of Affairs: But chis able Miniſter judging them im- 
practicable and uſeleſs, anſwer'd without Delay, 
In a Criſis the Empire is now in, Signor, I ſee but. 
two Courſes for re-eſtabliſhing publick Tranquility 
either that your Highneſs himſelf will head the Troops 
of the Seraglio, to diſperſe the Rebels thro* your Pre- 
fence; or, that you would permit me 70 go in your 
Place, ſince I am perſuaded to be belov'd enough 
among the Militia io raiſe a conſiderable Party as 
ſoon as I ſhould hem myſelf to them: But the time- 
rous Sultan approved neither the one nor the other, 
and tried in vain to procure himſelt ſome Succurs. 
He order*d the Standard of the Prophet to be diſ- 
play*d at the Gate of the Seraglio, and.cried from 
on the Walls, That every Soldier, and every good 
Muſelman who would join this Enſign to fight the 
Rebels, ſhould have a Gratuity of fifteen Crowns, and 
that his Pay ſhould be augmented two Aſpers * a Day. 
Bur theſe fair Promites had not the deſired Ef- 
fect; for the Soldiers feem*d but very little ani- 
mated thereby, ſo that they were oblig'd to take 
Recourſe to the Vizir's laſt Project, tho* too late: 
However, the Boſtangis * were pitch'd upon tor

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this Purpoſe, in preference to other Troops; not 
only, becauſe they are the proper Guard of the 
Seraglio, but allo, becauſe the Courtiers always 
ſhew'd more Regard to them; whereas the Jani- 
Zaries a, the Spahies , the Tapes „ and the Ge- 
begies 4, a having been diſpiſed, and even abuſed, 
eſpecially by the Kiaia, no Succurs could be hop'd 
from them: The Boſtangis therefore were judged. 
the only Troops they might truſt to: But when 
they were upon the Point of calling them together, 
they did not know whom to rely upon; for the 
moſt of them had hid themſelves; others were fled, 
and only Children, decrepid ones, and ſuch were 
left, as were unfit to make head againſt the Re- 
bels: They therefore caſted their Eyes upon the 
Mariners; and the Grand Signor having honour'd 
Abdi Fx 7G with the Charge of Captain Pacha, 

this reſolute Officer haſten'd to the Arſenal to make 
himſelf known in that Quality; where he was fa- 
luted with the Diſcharge of five Guns, and one from 
each Veſſel that had hoiſted his Flag. | 

Tris new Admiral, to give his Prince the 
Marks of his Zeal and Gratitude, gave Orders for 
the Galleys to lay cloſe to the Seraglio, and cauſed 
at the ſame time the Drum to beat in the Grand 
Signior's Name. This prov'd very ſuccesful in the 
Beginning, and about 400 Men were already landed 
in the Seraglio, when Pairona on a ſudden ruſh'd 
into the Arfenal, and chas'd the Captain Pacha; 
then he let the Leventis * know, that if they ſided

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with the Court, they ſhould have no Quarters 
given, and that their Houſes ſhould. be burnt as well 
as the Grand Signor's Veſſels and Galleys. Theſe 
Menaces made a great Impreſſion 1 their Spirits, 
ſo that thoſe who were gone to the Seraglio in order 
to inroll themſelves, returned home again, and 
thoſe already enroled, atter having recery'd their 
fifteen Crowns, found means to deſert, In the mean 
time, Patrona calling to mind of having formerly 
been condemned to die for an Aſſaſſinate, which 
he had committed while in the Sea Service, and 
that Abdi Capoutan had generouſly ſaved his Life, 
he laid hold of this as an Opportunity to ſhæw his 
Acknowledgment: Thus having broughthim back 
again to the Arſenal, he re-eſtabliſh'd bim in his 
Charge of Captain Pacha, and aſſur'd him his Pro- 
tection: But he carried off the Succurs which the 
Admiral had delign'd for the Defence of the Sul- 
tan, to which he joined all the Turks that were 
found in the Bagne *, and on Board the Galleys. 
By this general Deliverance, ſeveral Chriſtians, tho 
againſt Patrona's Intention, had the good Luck to 
eſcape and to recover their Liberty. 
Achmet, finding himſelf thus diſappointed in his 
Hopes was at laft obliged to come to a Negociation. 
Here we ſhall omit all the trifling Occurrences that 
paſſed between the Agents of Achmet and Patrona, 
and only inſert the moſt important Facts which 
happen'd at that Time. Accordingly, on Friday 
Evening, Habmet ſent the Aſſeki Aga to ask the 
Rebels what they required of him, and what their 
Intentions were? Their Anſwer was, They prayed 
the Sultan to ſend them alive, the Mufti, the Grand- 
Vizir Ibrahim, Muſtapha Pacha Caimacan and 
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General of the Seas, and the Kiaia Mahomet, both 
Sons-in-Law to the Grand Vizir; as for the reſt, 
they were contented with bis Highneſs and wiſhed him 
Proſperous. Upon this Anſwer, he ordered the 
Kiara to be arreſted, and given into the Cuſtody of 
the Boſtangis, as had been done to the Caimacan 
before, but as for the Mufti and the Grand Vizir, 
he did not think proper to do the fame, and there- 
fore ordered the Aſſeki Aga to return to the Camp 
of the Rebels, and to tell them, That his Highneſs 
was willing to depoſe and baniſh the twa Miniſters, 
and — bis Highneſs prays to content themſelves with 
this Puniſhment, without inſiſting upon tabing their 
Lives away, in conſideration of having comply*d with 
their Requeſt and arreſted the two firſt, for them 
to do with what they ſhould think fit. The Anſwer 
which the Rebels returned to the Aſſcki was, That 
they were contented with the Depoſition and Exile of 
— Mufti; hut that they inſiſted upon having the 
Grand Vizir delivered to them. And now Achmed, 
in ſpite of the Affection he bore to his Miniſter and 
Son- in-law, finding he could not ſave him without 
endangering his own Life, ſent the Kiflar Aga to 
demand the imperial Seal from him, and to con- 
duct him into an Apartment which is called Muza- 
fr Oda, that is to fay, The Foreigners Chamber, 
where he was guarded, but without the leaſt ill 
Treatment. | 
Wurz things went on in this manner in the 
Seraglio, the Rebels were not idle in the City: 
They detached ſeveral Parties to pillage the Houſes 
of ſeveral Perſons who either directly or indirectly 
had ſhared in the Miniſtery, and among others 
that of the Vaivode of Galata, where they found 


This Charge is annex'd to the Functions of the Governor and 
the Civil Magiſtrate. The Juriſdiction of the Vaivade of Galata 
extends as fat as the Black Sea, all along the Coaſt of Europe. - 
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a great deal of Silver, which, with the reſt of the 
Furniture, they flung out the Windows, ſaying, 
That the Muſelmen ſhould not profit from what this 
unworthy Miniſter bad got from tbe Infidels by Rapine 
and Extoriion; and as bis Wealth derived from them, 
it was proper it ſhould return to them again. Truly 
this Voivode oppreſſed and tyrannized over the 
Chriſtians and Jews on all Occaſions: and after 
this Pillage, the Greets, the Armenians, and the 
Jews of that Quarter, as well as thoſe that paſſed 
by, ſeized on every Thing that had been thus 
thrown about, without being oppoſed or hindred 
by the Turks: During this, others went crying in 
the Streets, (as they had done before when theSul- 
tan called his Chriſtian Subjects to aſſiſt him) That, 
provided the Infidels did not unite themſelves, and 
would keep quietly within Doors, no Harm ſhould 
come to them : And this for the generality, was to- 
lerably well obſerved; for Patrona had made his 
Companions give an Oath not to commit the leaſt 
Violence. 'Tis true, there were ſeveral that did 
violate, but as many as could be apprehended, 
were puniſhed with Death ; The Rebels having 
likewife publiſhed that the Shops where Proviſions 
were {old might be kept open and well furniſhed, 
it was faithfully executed, and neither the City nor 
the great Suburbs wanted any thing during the 
whole Tumult. | . 

In the mean time, tho* the reſt of the Forces 
long ago had thought of an Inſurrection, they re- 
mained nevertheleſs peaceable the two firſt Days, 
and would not join the Rebels; on the contrary, 
the Janiſaries as well as the Topies and the Gebe- 
gies, affected a ſort of Neutrality, which however 
was inexcuſable in regard to their Sovereign. But 
* did not continue long in this State; for 
the Rebels, ſeeing themſelves at firſt abandoned by 
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the Populace, and having made themſelves Maſters 
of Gebeck-Ana, * divided themſelves into two Bands, 
one whereof invited the Janiſaries to join them, 
and the other at Tophana f ſolicited the Topies and 
the Gebegies for the fame Purpoſe. Theſe different 
Companies of Troops, from a certain Motive of 


Conveniency, for ſome time had refuſed to hearken 


to the Inſtances of the Rebels, but now conſented, 
tho® privately. Thoſe that had wiſhed for nothing 
elſe, entred now the,Chambers of theſe Troops ; and 
as the Manner for gathering the Janizaries to one 


Place is done by taking a Cauldron out of their 


Chamber, and carrying it to the deſigned Place of 
Rendezvous, the Rebels, in retiring to Et-Meidan, 
had ſeized one of theſe Cauldrons, which they put 
there. Then making uſe of Stratagems, they diſ- 


patched ſeveral of their People, ſome to one ſome to 


another Chamber, inviting the Janizariaes to repair 
to Et-Meidan, and made them believe, that their 
Number there was very great. Having thus ſuc- 
ceeded to get one or two Cauldrons more from 
ther Chambers, the reſt ſoon followed, for tho the 
Janizar ies that firſt went to the Rebels were ſenſible 
of the Trick, yet for their own Intereſt they were 
obliged to force the others to join them, to avoid en- 
evitable Puniſhment; tor they were already declar'd 
as Rebels. Thus the Janizaries fearing one ano- 
ther, were forced to render themſelves at Ef-Mei- 
dan, and all' the other Companies, viz. the Topies, 
the Gebegies and others ſoon followed them in 
joining the Rebels; ſo that in leſs than two Days 
time Patrona and Mu ſlabh found themſelves in a 
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A Magazin of Powder and Ammunition, near the Seraglio. 
+ This is the Foundery, ſituate on the oppoſite Side of the Port 


of Conſtantinople. 
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Condition to undertake whatever they ſhould fancy; 
for, theſe being the Authors of the Rebellion, they 
knew too well that not one of thoſe that frequented 
Et-Meidan, would dare to oppoſe their Dcders, 
on account of the - Jealouſy they had one to 
another. And tho thele two crafry Leaders were 
no Strangers to the Weakneſs of this great Body of 
Rebels, yet they thought it not adviſable at firſt to 
acquaint them with their wicked Deſigns of enrich- 
ing themſelves from the Spoils of all the Grandees 
of the Empire; on the contrary, they found it 
more to their purpoſe, to hide their Vi] any with a 
Vail of Piety and Juſtice, and to puniſh with the 
urmoſt Rigour ſuch as had in the Beginning de- 
Yived People of any thing by Violence; and having 
y this means gain d a Reputation among Perſons 
of Probity, they _ got the Aſcendant over all 
the Rebels, to make rhem obey their Orders more 
blindly. 

In the mean while the Conjunction of the 
Trained Bands and Rebels was the finiſhing Stroke 
to throw the Court in Deſpair, which alſo began 
to feel the Want of neceſſary Supplies, the Rebels 
having cut cff the Water, and intercepted the Pro- 
viſions that were to ſerve the Seraglio. Never- 
theleſs, the Grand Signor was willing to make 
another Trial to ſave the Lite of his Vizir Ibrahim 
Pacha; but the Rebels inſolently anſwer'd, That 
they had done too much already in pardening the 
Mufti, and that this had proceeded from a Conſidera- 
tion to his Highne&, and becauſe that Minifter was 
at the Head of the Law; but that they abſolutely in- 
ſiſted upon ſending to them the Grand Vizir and his 
two Sons-in-Law, to give an Account of their Male- 
Adminiſtration. Achmet, overcome by the Obſti- 
nacy of theſe Mutineers, and finding it impoſſible 
to ſave his Vizir from their Fury, condemned 


D- him, 
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him, the Camaican, and the Kiaia, to be ſtrang- 
led, and their Bodies to be ſent ro E!-Meidan ; 


they were accordingly de:iver'd up into the Hands 


ct the Aſiatic Kadilelcher“. The Kiaia no ſooner was 
informed ot his Condemnation, but expired; which 
however did not hinder the putting a Cord about 
his Neck, to obſerve the Sentence and Form of his 
Execution: But the Vizir and the Caimacan fut- 
fer d Death with Magnanimity: The latter per- 
form' d even the Ablution and ſaid his Prayers with 
an undiſturbed Mind; but the Vizir did not care 
to do either, for being ſo nigh locſing his Life, he 
would not, ſaid he, give himſelf that Trouble: In 
this manner periſh'd theſe Scourges of the People; 
and on the zoth of September, at Nine in the Even- 
ing, Mehemet Selichtar Aga + was created Grand 


Vizir by the Sultan. 


Tux next Morning the three executed Podies 
were ſent to Et-Meidan, each in a different Cha- 
riot: The Multitude that follow'd them, after hav- 
ing exerciſed all Sorts of Inſamy upon em, cry'd 
along the Streets, Thus may all the Enemies of the 
Empire and Religion periſh: Put it went worſe 
when they arrived at the Camp. As ſcon as the 
Rebels perceiv'd em, they fell into a moſt violent 
Paſſion, and complain'd bitterly at the Grand Sig- 
nor's not having ſent them theſe Miniſters alive, ac- 
cording to their Demand: In vain they told them 
that it was not cuſtomary for his Highneſs to deli- 
ver his Miniſters into the Hands ot their Enemies, 
and that they ought to be content with what he

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had done on this Occaſion ; the Rebels, which had 
much greater Views, would not put up with theſe 
Reaſons; they, on the contrary, redoubled their 
Fury, and went even ſo far as to demand the De- 
_ poſition of Achmet, and the railing Mahmoud his 
ephew to the Throne. 

Fus View ot cheir own Safety carried them to 
this Exceſs. They conſider d that Achmet was na- 
turally cruel; and having cauſed the Death of thoſe 
that dethron d his Brother, to place him on the 
Throne, they could hope no better Treatment, if 
he was leſt in a State to avenge, their Outrages; 
again, in placing Sultan Mahmoud his Nephew on 
the Throne, who had languiſh'd in Priſon near 27 
Years, they had room to hope that Prince would 
pardon them by way of Acknowledgment, tor hav- 
ing precur d him both his Liberty and Throne. 

ur, they wanted ſome Pretext to colour ſo re- 
markable a Piece of Treachery, and not contented 
with the bitter Reproaches they had already utter d 
againſt Achmet, fr not delivering the three Mt- 
niſters alive, they pretended to believe, that it was 
not the Body of the Grand Vizir he had ſent them, 
but of ſome Galley Slave that very much reſembled 
him. In Truth, this Miniſter's Viſage had fo al- 
ter d ſince his Death, that many believ'd he was 
2 and his firſt Caſhier, who for many Years 
ad ſeen him every Day, declared that it was not 
him. But this they believed more readily, when 
they found that he was not Circumcis'd; for as this 
Man was born an Armenian Chrittian, and had no 
ſettled Religion, he was not mindful of being cir- 
cumcis'd when he came to Conſtantinople, but con- 
tented himſelf with the exterior Proſeſſicn of 
Mahometi{m. 

Be that as it will, the Rebels thought they had 
ſufficient Reaſon to believe that the Sultan had put 
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a double cheat upon them; and after having ſatisfied 
their Rage on the Bodies of the Caimacan and of 


the Kiaia, hung upon two Trees for the Satisfaction 


of the People, they tied the unfortunate Ihrahim's 
to an Horle's Tail, and dragg'd it to the Gate of 
the Seraglio. There the demanded with great 
Cries to render the true V1zir alive, as well as the 
Reis-Ffendi*, andall the other Creatures of ſhrahim, 
ſaying, that ſince Achmet had not obſerv'd his Pro- 


miſſes, and in Spite of the Laws, always protected 
ſuch Miniſters as had deſolated the Empire, he 


was not worthy of reigning any longer, but ought 
to be dethroned, to eſtabliſh Sultan Mahmoud in his 
Room, whom they had already proclaimed Empe- 
ror. The old Sultan did all he could to pacity 


them; he offter'd x conſiderable Preſents, and 


all the Victims they demanded, but in vain; they 
were inflexible ; and in their Return to Et-Meidan 
they caſt the Body of the unfortunare Ibrahim be- 
fore a fine Fountain, which this Miniſter had caus'd 
to be built for the Embelliſhmenr of che City, and 
Conveniency of the Inhabitants, and there left it 
expoſed to the Dogs. 

Tu Rebels, altho' determined to depoſe Sultan 
Achmet, were nevertheleſs at a Loſs 5 a Perſon 
of Parts and Authority, to execute ſo important a 
Project; this they found in one named I/piri- a 


Preacher in ordinary to the Court and the Moſque 


of St. Sophia. This Hypocrite, who under a grave 
and ſerious Air conceal'd a boundleſs. Ambition, 
had ofren receiv'd great Favours from the Sultan : 
But, guilty of the blackeſt Ingratitude, he went to 
the Rebels, and encourag'd them in their wicked 
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4; Is an Office of the Divan, like unto the Chancellor of the 
High Lord Treaſurer, and a Sort of Secretary of State. 
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Deſign by his pernicious Counſels, removing all the 
Difficulties that might have ſerv'd to change their 
Reſolution, and ofter'd to undertake the Manage- 
ment of that Affair himſelf. He therefore went to 
the Seraglio on the firſt of Ofober, when the Sultan 
was 1n - Imperial Chamber, and all the Miniſters 

of State, the Doctors of the Law, and the Lords 
of the Empire were in the Kiosk *, diſmayed and 
agitated by different Broils. As ſoon as Iſperi-xadi 
appear'd, every one haſten'd to queſtion him of 
what paſſed in the City. Then with a doleful 
Meen, like one oppreſs d with Grief, he ſaid, That 
the Rebels would abſolutely have Achmet quit the 
Throne, and that after . having employ'd all bis 
' Efforts to make them change their Reſolution, ſceing 
no hopes of gaining them, he had thought proper to 
impart this News to them. At theſe Words the Aſ- 
ſembly was Thunder-{truck, and made him no An- 
ſwer; and the perfidious Wretch ſeeing that none had 
Courage enough to deliver ſuch News to the Sultan, 
reſolv' d to do it himſelf. Nell, ſays Achmet in ſee- 
ing him, what News © Do the Rebels ftill continue 
at Et-Meidan? Why dont they retire, that every one 
may mind his Affairs? I have done more for them 
than I ought. I have granted their Requeſts, and 
have promis d to execute Fuſtice on thoſe which they 
think they have Rea/on to complain of. What do 
they as, or what can they deſire more? My Lord, 
replied this Traitor, with an Air both ſteady and 
modeſt, Thy Reign is finiſÞd, and thy Subjects will 
uo longer acknowledge thee for their Emperor. Ach- - 
met getting up in a Rage, ſaid, And why did you 

n't give me Notice of this before ; you that come here 
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* Is a Sort of Pavilion, round which runs a Gallery, ſupported 
by Pillars of Marble, There are a great many of theſe Kiosks in 
the Garden of the Szraglis, which are a kind of Belvedere. 
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every Day? Why have you delay'd ſpeaking ſo long? 
Then running ſtrait to the Apartment of Sultan 
Mahmoud his Nephew, he took him by the Hand, 
and conducted him to the Imperial Chamber, where 
he himſelf plac'd him upon the Throne, and ſaluted 
him as Emperor. | 
Amons other Things, which he ſpoke to him 
with a great Deal of Tenderneſs, he ſaid, Remem- 
ber that your Father * had not loft the Throne which 
T now reſign to you, but for having a too blind Com- 
e yang for the Mufti Feizula Effendi; and that I 
hag not loft it my ſelf, but for my confiding too much 
in Ibraim Pacha, my Vizir. Make good Uſe of the/e 
Examples. Don't attach your ſelf too cloſe to your 
Miniſters, nor rely upon them witheut a great Deal 
of Circumſpection. Had I always follow d my cucient 
Politicks of not letting my Miniſfers reff too long in 
a Place, or of calling them oftner to an Account about 
the Affairs of the Empire, I had perhaps fish my 
Reign as glorious as I began it. Fare well” T wiſh 
that your's may be more happy; and let my Sons and 
my ſelf be recommended to you. After theſe Words, 
the unfortunate Achmet ſhut himſelf up in the ſame 
Priſon from whence he had deliver'd his Nephew. 
This Abdication happen'd in the Night of 
NFober 1, and was over at Two oClock in the 
Morning. 
ALL the Miniſters and Perſons of Quality that 
were in the Seraglio, were admitted the fame Night 
to kiſs the Veſt of the New Sultan; As ſoon as it 
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Muſtapba II. dethron'd in 1703, of whom Mabmoud was the 
ſecond Son. | 

F The fix Sons of Achnet ſhut themſelves up with him that 
Day, but the next Morning they were lodg'd elſewhere ; the 
three young ones together, and the three eldeſt each in a ſeparate 


Apartment, 
began 
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began to be Day, there was a Throne erected be- 
fore the * Babi-zade, where all the Grandees of the 
Empire came in a Body to render — to Mab- 9 
moud, and to kiſs his Veſt. The ſame that his 
Elevation to the Throne was publiſh'd, a Galley de- 
parted to tranſport the Muſti to Tenedos, the Place 
of his Exile. The Rebels indeed demanded his 
Death, but the Doctors of the Law by their En- 
deavours faved his Lite. He really was a very up- 
right Man; but his natural Mildneſs and his Age 
. prov d the only Obſtacles he met with when he 
ſhould have exerted himſelf more vigorouſly to di- 

vert the Troubles with which the State. was over- 
whelm'd. | | 

THe new Sultan being curious to know the Chief 
of the Rebels to whom he was beholden for the 
Empire, Patrona preſented himſelf in his ordina 
Accoutrements of a Janizary, and bare-legg'd. He 
advanc'd boldly rowards the Throne, and having 
kiſs'd the Hand of the new Sultan, What is it I can 
do for Thee ? lays the Prince; Thou haſt a Right 
to demand what Favours thou pleaſeſt. This mean 
Creature, conſcious of his Crimes, but ſubtile and 
cunning, ſhewing, now more noble and generous 
Sentiments than could be expected from a Man of 
his Birth and Manner ct Life, anſwered the Sultan, 
That now he had obtained what he had defired, 
viz. to ſee his Highneſs upon the Ottoman Throne; 
and that henceforth, he had nothing to expeft from his 
Highneſs, than a precipitate and ſhameful Death. I 
ſwear by the Aſhes of my Anceſtors, ſays the Sultan, 
that I never will hurt Thee; tell me only what Re- 
compence I can make Thee, and I will grant it. Since

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that jour Imperial Bounty is without Limits, ſays 
Patrona, I beſeech your Highneſs to take off all 
the new Taxes with which your faithful Subjects were 
burthen'd by the late Miniftery. Mahmoud imme- 


diately granted his Requeſt, and the Aboliſhment 


of new Taxes was publiſh'd every where. In the 
mean Time he 3 Mehemet Selichtar Aga in 
the Charge of Grand Vizir, and named for the 
* Kiaia the old Nzikdeli-hal; Aga, who had been 
very much attached to Sultan Maſtapha his Father. 

On the fourth of Ocfober, the Rebels went to 
pillage ſome proſcribed Houles, and broke the Im- 
perial Seal that was ſent to them. At this Mark 
cf Diſreſpect, the Sultan was highly exaſperated: 
However, not being in a State of ſhewing his 
RAentment, he ſent to deſire them to deſiſt from 
theſe Inſolences, and acquaint them, That jince 
they har placed him on the Throne, they 2 leave 
the Care and Authority of puniſhing the Guilty to 
him. But inſtead of yielding ro ſuch mild and juſt 
Reprimands, they anſwer'd, That they fbould not 
vel from ad: ©; their Vengeance until they were 
fully ſatisfied ; and they demanded a ſecond time 
to deliver into their Hands, the Reis Ffendis, the 
Chiaonx Pacha *, and many others; which the 
Court neither could, nor did think fic to do; and 
this the rather, becaule the Reis Fffendi had now 


conceab'd himſelf fo well, that they thought him 


retired from Conſtautineple. On the filth, the ſame 
Rebels ſack d two great Palaces, ſituate in Aſia, 
on the Channel of the Black Sea ; nevertheleſs, the

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new Sultan confirm'd in their Poſts, whatever Per- 
ſons they had nominated; as, the Aga of the- Fani- 
zaries , the Topgi Bachi t, &c. 

Ir is the Cuſtom in the Ottoman Empire, when- 
ever a Sultan dies by Courſe of Nature, his Suc- 
ceſſor is not obliged to give any Gratification to 
the Troops; but in Caſe of a Revolution, the 
Prince who aſcends the Throne, muſt make a Pre- 
ſent to the Troops, and augment their Pay in 
the following Manner: Trooper has wo 
Aſpers per Day added to his Pay, and a thouſand 
Aſpers by way of Bounty; or, if he chooſes 
to have the Gratuiry Money converted into Pay, 
then his daily Pay is augmented to three Aſpers. 
As to the Janizaries, the Topies, and the Gebe- 
zies, they allo have five Aſpers per Day ad- 
vanced, and no Gratuity at all ; but it they chooſe 
it, my may have a Preſent of 3000 Aſpers, and 
their Pay augmented, but not above two Aſpers per 


Day. 

The new Sultan, to diſcharge himſelf of theſe Ob- 
ligations, ſent for; the Teſterdar ||, and the other 
Officers that had the Management of the Exche- 

uer, whom he order'd to get Money ready for 
the Payment of the Troops. Theſe Perſons, the 
better to make their Court, propoſed to ſatisfy that 
Debt without exhauſting the Treaſure of the Em- 
pire. And tho the Treaſury never had been ſo 
filled as when Sultan Achmet leſt it, yet they 
tried to find ſo much among the Spoils of the Grand 
Vizir, his Kiaia, and of the Camaican, as to — 
the Troops; and for that Purpoſe ſent for the moſt 
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fs the Commander of that Militia, 
+ Is the Great Maſter of the Artillery. 
Is the Lord Treaſurer. 18 
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truſty Servants of theſe three Miniſters, in order 
ro diſcover the Wealth of their Maſters. | 

Tux firſt that was brought before the Teſterdar, 
was a young Man, who had been Anactar Oglan 


of the Grand Vizir, and his Favourite, in whom 


he could confide. This young Man having offer'd 
to diſcover all the Riches of his Maſter, provided 
they would promiſe that no harm ſhould betal him, 
they aſſured him, that far from having any thing 


to fear, he might hope for a good Reward. The 


Anactar then, partly encouraged, and partly forced 
to declare what they required of him, conducted the 
Tefterdar into the Court of the late Vizir's Sera- 
lio, where ſtood a Pidgeon-Houle ; here they dug 
in a Place the Anactar ſhewed them, and toun« 
four Iron Cheſts, the three largeſt of which con- 
tained each 18 leather Purſes, of 60000 Sequins 
each; which amounts to 32 Millions and 400-000 
French Livers||. The fourth Cheſt was much leſs, 
and filled with precious Stones of an ineſtimable 
Value. They alfo found rich Stuffs, Perfan and 
Indian Tapeſtry, Jewels, and other Curioſities of 
different Countries, being the moſt exquiſite of 
their Kinds. They afterwards ſeized the Kiaia of | 
Harem Mehemett, the Grand Vizir Ibrahim's Kiaia, 
who likewiſe had a perfect Knowledge cf the 
Riches of this Blood-Sucker. As ſoon as he wa 
preſented to the Teſterdar he confeſſed the whole; 
and having conducted this Miniſter into the diffe- 
rent Vaults, which his Maſter had contrived for bu- 
ry ing his Treaſures, he told him, That when Me- 
emet had filled a Chef, he cauſed the ſame to te 
carried to ſome Place diffant from that where he de-

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ſigned to hide it, and that he (Kiaia of Mehemet) 
having beſore diſguiſed himſelf, emptied the Cheſt by 
litile and little in the Night-time and carried it tothe 
Place deſigned without ever being diſcovered by any 
Body. Acccrding to the Account of the Tetter- 
dar, this "Treaſure in Silver amounted to upwards 
of 3000 Purſes, 45 Millions of French Livers, * 
without counting the Value of all the Jewels and 
other coſtly Moveables which that inſatiated Mini- 
ſter peſſeſſed, and which amounted to near as much, 
moſt of it rais d cut of the Ruins of an oppreſſed 
People. Captain Pacha, was counted as rich as the 
others in Money ; and beſides his magnificent Pa- 
lace, fit for lodging the Sultan, he had a larger 
Quantity cf valuable Jewels than either the Grand 
Vizir's or the Kiaia. In ſhort, the Wealth of 
theſe three Men was fo prodigious that Craſus, 
to famous in Hiltory for his Riches, could hardly 
ſtand in Competition with them. 

SuLTAN Achmet indeed was not ignorant that the 
Kaiaia, graſped ac more Wealth than ever any 
Miniſter had done befcre him. But inſtead of 
bridling his Rapines, this covetous Prince furniſh'd 
him every Day with new Schemes to exerciſe them 
with more Freedom; he flattered himfelt, that the 
old Vizir Ibra}jm cculd nct live long, and in- 
tending to have the Kiaia ſtrangled, thought by that 
Means to make himſelf Maiter of all their Riches. 

Bzrore I quit this Miniſter, I cannot omit men- 
tioning one fingular Paſſage more.

Oglan above ſpoken of, and moſt magnificent Pre- 

arations had been making for celebrating the 
Vedding, and the Evening fer conſummating that 
Solemnity was fix*d fer that Thur/day on which the

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Rebellion broke out. According to the Cuſtom of 
the Turkiſþ Empire, all the Lords had made him 
conſiderable Preſents on this Occaſion. The Con- 


ſternation and Conſuſion, indeed in which both the 
Court and the City were in, required the Wedding 


ſhould be put off till a more favourable Opportu- 
nity, eſpecially as the Troubles in which he was 
involv d, obliged him to withdraw in the Morning; 
yet nevertheleſs, either in Hopes that the Rebellion 
would have no bad Conſequences, or, blinded by 
his Ambition, the Marriage was conſummated at 
the appointed Hour, but not without this remark- 
able Event, for when his Daughter was going to her 
Nuptial Bed, he ſtept into that of Death. 

HE immenſe Treaſure of the Grand Vizir and 
his two Sons-in-law, were more than ſufficient to pay 
the Troops; accordingly Five Colours were ſet up at 
Et-Mcidan, under which ranged themſelves all ſuch 
as ſhould, or more properly ſpeaking that would 
take part of the Gratification-Money : for it is to 
be obſerved, that a new Sultan ordinarily gives this 
Bounty only to ſuch Troops as ſtand inrolled under 


his Predeceffor, and not to thoſe that want to take 


Service only to partake of theſe Preſents, and then 
diſappear; but ſuppoſe among theſe latter were 
ſome who had a real Intention to ſerve, ſuch may 
count themſelves happy, if they firſt are accepted 
among the Number of the Kouls *, that is to ſay 
among the Grand Signor's Slaves, and receive the 
Pay that 1s aſſigned them. But Sultan Mahmoud, 
in order to remove all the Pretences which the Mu- 
tineers might have for continuing their ſeditious Aſ- 
ſemblies, as alſo to begin his Reign with an Act of 

Generoſity, and to gain the Affection of the Soldiers 


» Or Slaves. The Quality of a Slave in J is more eſteemed 


than that of a Subject. 
and 
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andthe People, gave Orders that the new Soldi 
ſhould have the ſame Gratification with the old 
ones, and that they ſhould give one with another, 
and without Diſtinction, two Quarters Pay. In 
the mean time the Lieutenant of the Janizaries, 
moved either by his lategrity, or by a Mind of 
Gratitude, becauſe the new Sultan had confirmed 
him in his Poſt, obſerved with Indignation the 
Abuſe that was made of his Highneſſes's Generoſity 
whole Gratification was ridiculouſly ſquander d away 
in extending it on great Numbers of ſuperannuated 
Men, Children and decripid People; he therefore 
repreſented to Patrona, it Things ſhould continue 
upon this Footing all the Treaſures of the Grand- 
Signor would prove inſufficient : But Patrona en- 
rag*d at theſe Expreſſions, told him: That he had a 
great deal of Inſolence, to trouble himſelf with Matters 
that did not regard him ; and that he was not charg- 

ed to give an account of the Revenues ; then, wit 
out ſaying any thing more to him, he commanded 
him to be ſlain. Thus this brave and faithtul Officer 
loſt his Life in a Moment, -for having uttered his 
Zeal at an improper Place, being ſenſible that even 
his Prince could not oppoſe this ſudden Crime 
and pernicious Example of the Rebel. | 
Tux Sultan ſaw by this Event, that it was im- 
poſſible to re-eſtabliſh Tranquility at Conſtantinople 
as long as Patrona was in Arms; but he wanted 
both Comme and Power; and, fearing a ſecond 
Rebellion, which might prove as fatal to him, as it 
had to his Uncle, he tried to remove Patrona, by 
offering him one of the moſt conſiderable Poſts of 
the Empire, and all the Marks of Honour he could 
wiſh for: But the crafty Chief, who not without 
Realan ſuſpected, that theſe advantageous Offers 
were nothing but Snares to ſurprize him, anſwer' d, 
That he did not mind Dignity; and that he was not 
cove - 


— 
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covetous but of the Blood of the Proſcripts, of which - 
he had made a long Lift. The Aga of the Janiza- 
Ties who was preſent, and who wanted to ingra- 
tiate himſelf into the Sultan's Favour, advis'd his 
Prince to give 109,000 of Sequins to Patrona, and 
to leave him at his Liberty, to retire to where-ever 
he ſhould pleaſe: Bur the haughty Rebel anſwer'd, 
I do not want Money, for all the Houſes in Conſtan- 
tinople are at my Diſpoſition; then looking with 
a ſtern Countenance upon the Aga, he commanded |, 
him never to meddle with any thing that con- 
cern'd his Perſon: Which frightned this Officer 
ſo much, that he throw*d himſelf three times at his 
Feet, as a Mark of Obedience and Reſpect. 
O the ſixth of Offober, Patrona nominated 
ſeveral new Officers, and as they preſented them- 
ſelves before him, he bid them put on Sable Robes 
which had been taken in the Pillage of the proſcript 
Houſes: On the fame Day it was likewiſe * 2 
liſh'd by his Order, That all ſuch as ſhould ccm- 
mit any Violence, ſhould be puniſh'd with Death ; 
which had fo good an Effect; that after the Vaivode 
was proſcribed and fled, Galata continued ſeveral 1 
Days without a Governor; and the Rebels con- 
tented themſelves with plundering ſome oP 
Houſes, and ſome Churches of the Grecians, with- 
out inſulting any of thoſe belonging to the French 
Merchants, who were retired to the I//es rf the 
Princes; but the Reaſon that the French eſcaped the 
Fury of a riotous Mob, was, becauſe they had 
taken Care towplace a Safeguard of Rebels about 
their Houſes, and to pay them for protecting the 
ſame. 

Ox the ſeventh, in the Morning, the Sultan 
Mahmoud went to the Moſque of Yor, ſituate at the 
'Pottcm of the. Harbcur, about ſeven Miles from 
Conſtantinople, to have the Imperial Sable girded 
PE, about 
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about him; a Ceremony which ſerves the Sultans 
inſtead of a Coronation. His Attendance was 
very numerous, but not without Confuſion: The 
March was made between two Lines, compoſed of 
Janizaries, of Topies, and of Gebezies, in their or- 
dinary Habits, with Caps of Ceremony, but with- 
out Arms, purſuant to Orders from the Sultan; 
for, great Debates between the Court and the Re- 
bels had been upon this Point the preceeding Day: 
The Sultan propoſed, not to appear in Arms at all; 
on the other hand, the Rebels refuſed to lay them 
down, before they were ſatisfied about the Article 
of Proſcripts, and before they had received the 
uſual Preſent, and every thing was paid that they 
demanded; Thus, in ſpite of the Sultan's Pro- 
teſtations, they aſſiſted armed at this Ceremony; 
and Patrona, mounted on a very fine Horſe, with 
another Chief of the Rebels at his Leſt, march'd 
immediately before the Grand Signor. Theſe two, 
that they might look to ſcorn Statelineſs, had no- 
thing but a ſmall Turbant on their Head, in the 
ordinary Dreſs of the Janizaries, and bare-legg'd, 
throwing Sequins among the Populace on every 
Side; which was likewiſe largely diſtributed by 
four Dervis that march'd a-foor at the Sides of 
them: The Sultan alſo diſtinguiſh'd himſelf by his 
Liberality, having order'd to throw Money to the 
Amount of fiſty Purſes *, inſtead of twelve, which 
uſed to be the cuſtomary Sum diſtributed on ſuch 
Occaſions. x 
Tun People had flatter'd themſelves, that after 
this Ceremony they ſhould ſee the publick Peace 
reſtored, and the Shops opened as formerly: But 
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Mahmoud's Authority was not yet eſtabliſh'd 
enough, and the Merchants would not venrure to 
expoſe themſelves to the Diſorders that might ariſe 
from thence. - The ſame Day the Officers of the 
Rebels went to the Seraglio, where they had Robes 
and Horſes given them by the Grand Vizir; but 
here enſued a Difference; every one endeavouring 
to have the beſt Horſe for himſelf, they came to 
high Words, and even to Blows. This Ditpute occa- 
ſion' d freſh Apprehenſions, and was look d upon as 
a Thing purpoſely contrived to raiſe a ſecond Re- 
bellion: The Quarrel however, though very high, 
was ſoon appeaſed, and the Parties went away 
reconciled in Peace. 

SuokrT after this, Patrona himſelf came to viſit 
the Grand Vizir, accompanied only by three Do- 
meſticks. This Miniſter who was the old Sultans 
Son-in-Law, but would not have roſe for the great- 
eſt Ambaſſador, as ſoon as he heard of the Rebels 
Arrival, went to receive him at the Foot of the 

t Stairs; and having conducted him to- his 

rtment, they were two Hours together; aſter 
which the Grand Vizir attended him back to 
the ſame Place where he had receiv'd him. While 
Patrona was mounting his Horſe for his Departure, 
an Aſſeki Aga, Favourite of the Grand Signor's 
came to ſpeak to him privately: The Rebel did not 
daign to diſmount, but, ſtooping a little to the 
Aga, they diſcours'd a Quarter of an Hour toge⸗ 
ther; aſter which Patrona with an Air of Authority 
returned to his Camp at Et-Meidan. 

Ar that Time a Report was ſpread in Conſtanti- 
nople, that the Grand Signor did deſign the next 
Day to honour Abdi-Caponutan with a new Robe, 

andtoconfirm him in his Charge of Captain Pacha. 
But it proved the contrary; for he was _ 
an

and the Sultan put Kufis Achmet Pacha in his Place, 
a Man not above 35 Years old, and who had not 
the leaſt Knowledge of Navigation ; therefore he 
did not occupy his Poſt till the Arrival of Gianum 
Coggia, one of the braveſt and molt able Sea Officers 
that was in the whole Empire. 

Tux ſame Day the foreign Miniſters were per- 
mitted to acquaint their Principals of Mahmoud's 
Acceſſion to the Throne; and the Courts of Juſtice 

1 began to fit as ordinary, under new Officers, that 
were ſubſtituted in the Room of thoſe which the 
Rebels had proſcribed. - 

On the gth, Twenty Janizaries were drawn off 
out of each Company, to take the Preſent deſign d 
tor the Troops, and to eſcort the 150 Waggons 
(each loaden with fifty Purſes ) to the Aga of 
the Janizaries, who was three Days Ale: 5 
about ſharing it between 100,000 Men, viz. 40000 
Janizaries, 18000 Topeies, 22000 Gebegies, and 
20000 Spahis. This Diſtribution occaſioned ſeveral 
Complaints to the Vizir, againſt ſome Officers who 
had debaſed their Character, and detained Part of 
| what was deſigned for their Soldiers: Such an Ex- 
tortion baſe and ſhameful at all times, but more dan- 
gerous at that Juncture, would have deſerved an 
exemplary Puniſhment ; but the weaker Party con- 
tented themlſzlves. with the Reſtitution of what 
their Otficers ſo unjuſtly had appropriated to them- 
ſelves. |

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A Affair almoſt of the ſame Nature was like to 
have happened among the Rebels themſelves, which 
would have been capable to ruin their Party intirely. 
Patrona who hitherto in publick had affected a diſ- 
intereſted * Character, refiecting that Honour alone 
is only Air and Vapours, was reſolved to bring her 
to a better Conſiſtence by making Riches her As- 
fociate. To do this effectually, he did not want 
Opportunity; for the ſeveral Proſcripts who had 
hid themſelves, were in Queſt of his Protection, 
and offered him Preſents proportionable to their 
Abilities; thus he received Twenty Purſes of one, 
Thirty Purſes of another, and fo on, without ſharing 
with his Companions. But as ſoon as they came to 
know of theſe his Doings, they reproach d him moſt 
bitterly. Jon know, laid one of them, That «cr 
have taken up Arms for no other Purpoſe than to free 
the People from Oppreſſion, and to deliver them tre 
thoſe ravenous Wolves which cruelly have pillagen 
them theſe fourteen Years. We have Gea be thanked, 
got the Ends of ſo important and glorious an Enter - 
prize / But how come hon to be the firſt that break: 
thro the moſt ſacred Engagements, for vile Lucre 


fake; You, our Chief, who ought to be the firſt is

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gourſelf, added he, to ſee us applaud fo vile an 
Aion; and we give you to underſtand that if in 
two Days time you do not produce thoſe which 
on have favourcd to eſcape, you yourſelf foall un- 
dergo the Fate which was deſtintd for them. Pa- 
trona was aſtoniſhed at this Diſcourſe, and anſwered 
calmly, That, in ſpite of all the Crimes they charged 
him with, his Intention had always been to extermi- 
nate thoſe that were comprized within the Lift; and 
that his chief Aim was to give them full Satisfaction 

upon this Head. | 

Ix the mean time, Pillaging, Searching and Pur- 
ſuing continued in Con/tantinople and there about; 
which exaſperated the Sultan to ſuch a Degree, that 
he called a Grand Council, compoſed ct all the 
Lawyers, at the Head of which was Afr2a-Zade 
the new Mufti; and of all the principal Officers of 
the Empire. Here it was reſolved upon, that the 
Sultan ſhould fend a fulminant Order to the 
Rebels, by Bacha * Aſſeki, and that the Muſti, on 
his Part, ſhould fend one of the like Nature by 
Abdulla Stambol Effendi. 

IT ought to be remarked that this Officer who 
was a ſort of a Madman, and turbulent enough, had 
firſt taken Part with the Rebels, who had raiſed 
him to this Charge; but the Court who knew in 
what Credit he ſtood among them, had found 
Means to bring him over, by making him Stambol 
Effendi *, 505 made uſe of him in inducing the 
Janizarics to ſeparate themſelves from the others, to 
furl their Standard, and to return to their Chambers. 
And Ab7ula really notwithſtanding the Diſorder of 
his Brains, managed Atfairs to well, that upon his

Tux Party of the Rebels being thus weakened 
by this Separation, Abdulla Effendi went ro their 
Camp, together with Bacha Afſeki, who asked them, 
Whether they had not received their Pay ; and why 
they did not withdraw, ſince they had nothing elſe to 
demand of his Highneſs © After which he preſented 
and read the Sultan's Order to them with a loud 
Voice, ſetting forth, That fince they themſelves had 
made Mahmoud Emperor, and they acknowlede'd 
themſelves his Slaves, they ought to obey him blindly 
and without Difference. Moreover, as his Highneſs 
had contented every Subjef# by granting beyend what 
they had deſired, it behoved them to give him this 
Mark of Submiſſion, to the Eu that Peace and 
77 ranquility might be reftored to this e where 
Mahmoud abſolutely would have all Dijorders to 
ceaſe And in Cafe they ſhould have the Raſhneſs not 
to conform to his juſt Demands, after they have been 
infirutied of his Intentions by this high Command, 
then would his Highneſs diſplay the Standard of the 
Prophet at the Gate of the Seraglio; and publiſh every 
where, that each true Muſelman ſhould come and join 
him te attack the Seditious; which from that Moment 
Pall le regarded as Traitors and Perfidious to 
their Sovereien 1, be divorced from their Wives ; and 
purſued ſo long till they are iatirely defeated. The 
Fetfa * of the Mufti, drawn up in no ſofter Terms, 
being read afterwards, the Rebels began to be ſrighi- 
tened : But what moſt compleated their Reduction 
was the Declaration which the Janizaries made that

were 
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were already returned to their Duty : They told the 
Rebels, That if they did not retire, as they had done 
themſelves, they proteſted, that as ſoon as the Standard 
of Mahomert ſhould be ſet up, they would go to defend 
it, and fight them to the laſt Drop of their Blood. 

WHETHER the Rebels were really convinced 
within themſelves, or whether the greateſt Part of 
them did only diſſemble, as their Conduct aſter- 
wards gave Room to believe, the moſt mutinous 
were ſeen to ſubmit, upon two Conditions, which 
the Court was forced to grant them, tor Peace ſake. 
The firſt was, That none ſhould ſuffer Death on ac- 
count of the Sedition, and the Second, That they al- 
ways might keep three Standards diſplayed, to le in 
Readineſs to defend themſelves if any thing ſhould be 
undertaken to rar rig This Treaty being 
concluded on the X2th, the Mufti was Guarentee 
on the Sultan's Side, and Abdulla Effendi for the 
Rebels, who promiſed to commit no further Diſ- 
orders. Upon this they turl'd their Enſigns, except 
the three granted by Treaty, and they withdrew, 
ſome to their Chambers, and others to their former 
Houſes. 

ON the 13th, the Grand Signor ordered the 
Shops to be opened again; which occaſioned a 
great Concourſe of People, as well there as in the 
Market Places, yet no Tumult or Diſturbance at 
all did happen, and a good Harmony ſeemed to 
reign all over the City: But in the ee, ſome 
Violences were again committed in ſeveral Parts of 
the Town, which made it appear that the Calm 
was not ſo general as at firſt was imagined. 
Tux Coffee-Houſes in Conſtantinople, as elſe- 
where, being the Places where People reſort to 
without knowing one another, to hear News and 
to reaſon about publick Affairs, there were ſeveral 
who paid with their Lives tor the 3 of 

: their 
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: \ 

their Tongue. The greateſt Part of the Rebels re- 
garded themſelves as the glorious Deliverers of their 
Country, and diſtinguiſhed themſelves by the Name 
of Serdingueſchtis „ who had ſacrificed themſelves 
tor the Good of the Publick, and- could nor ſuffer 
the. odious Name of Rebels; wheretore as forme in- 
diſcreet News-Mongers did ſhew themſelves too 
tree in their Diſcourſe, and gave the Name ct Re- 
bels to all ſuch as had taken up Arms againſt Achjnet 
III. there happened ſeveral of them to be in 
hearing, who roſe and killed che Exclaimers againſt 
them upon the Spor. 

Ox of theſe very Rebels, having made himſelf 
drunk, and repaſling the Gate of Galata, went di- 
rectly with two Feotmen to the Cuſtom-houſe of 
Conſtantinople, where he took 300 Piaſters out of a 
Cheſt, in Preſence of the Cuſtcm-houſe Officers 
and every Body elle; a good deal ct this Money he 
gave to his Footmen, to whom he beckcned to 
carry off two Maiden Slaves, brought thicher to pay 
their Fees according to Cuſtem ; then finding a Herle 
at the Gate ready jaddled, he went off; and all this 
he did without having the leaſt Refliſtance offered by 
any body ; tor at that Time People did nor know 


where to take Recourſe tor Juſtice ; the Cuſtcm- 
. houſe Officers likewiſe, who did not know who chis 


bold Robber might be, apprehended to tare worte 
it they ſhould oppcſc him. 

Tux next Day, another Perſon well dreſſed and 
attended by Six, went into the Cuſtom-houſe where 
he fat down by himſelf near the Cheſt. The OL 
ficers who expected an Adventure like that the Day

before, ſhew'd him all the Civilities, and invited him 
to fit in the Corner of the Sopha, which is the Place 
tor Diſtinction: He ſeated himſelf there, and ſa- 
luted them by Geſtures; then began to ſpeak/and 
ask'd, What had happen d to them Yeſterday ? They 
gave him an exact Account of the Fact, and having 
tniſhed, he call'd one of his Followers, whom he 
order'd to go directly to Conſtantinople, and to 
cauſe the Tranſgreſſors to be apprehended and ſlain 
upon the Spot. Then turning himſelf to the 
Cuſtom houſe Officers, who were - ſurpriz'd, and 
atraid ot him, he ſaid, Do you know who I ame 
call myſelf Muſluh. This Name aſtoniſh'd the 
Company ſtill more; and not being able to ſpeak to 
him, he proceeded: I have a Talent quite peculiar 
7 diſtinguiſh honeſ# Men from Rognes, and I fhew as 
inch Eftcem to the one, as I do Horror to the other. 
Thus, it is to pretett the firſt, and to rout the latter, 
that I have given the Orders, of which you are Mit- 
welle g. He then inform'd himlelt of the Names and 
Abodes of thoſe that were preſent, and promiſed 
them, that if hereafter any body ſhould come to 
noleſt them, and they would give him Notice 
thereof, he would puniſh ſuch Tranſgreſſors upon 
the Spot. Then he got upon his Horſe, and went 
to another Quarter to have the ſame Sport. 

Tus Hulu, tew Years before a common Jani- 
vary, and one who told Melons, was (as has been 
fad in the Beginning of this Relation) one of the 
principal Leaders ot the Rebels. Beſides that he 
was of a high Spirit, and had a natural Eloquence, 
that what made him more conſiderable to his Party 
was, becauſe he could read and write, a Thing ſo 
much more eſteemed as it is rare in that Country, 
eſpecially among cmmon People. When the Re- 
bels created Officers in the Troops, to fill up the 
Places cf thoſe that had relus' d to take their Part, 
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Muſlah gave himſelf the Name of Kiala , that is 
to ſay, Lieutenant of Mebemet + Aga of the Jani- 
zaries, who ſided with the Rebels, and by whom 
he was railed to this Charge after a Manner more 
ſingular than common. 

. Mebemet was an old Man, who from a 
common Janizary had rais'd himſelf to an Aſſeki , 
a Poſt ſo inconſiderable that he could not ſubſiſt 
without working at his Trade, which was that of a 
Saddler. He was actually mending an old Saddle, 
when the Deputies of the Rebels came to acquaint 
him that they had made him Aga of the Jani- 
zaries. Sur prized at this News, 125 Friends, lays 
he, you are miſtaken: I am no more than a common 
Duarter-Major; and this Duality, as you ſee, will 
not parallel with the Poft which your Lords have 
honour'd me with. The Deputies having given an 
Account of this Anſwer to their Chiets, they held 
a freſh Council, in which Mehemet was unani- 
mouſly confirmed Aga of the Janizaries. Hereupon 
they gave Orders to bring him before the Altern. 
bly, where he avow'd that he thought himſelf unfit 
for ſuch an important Poſt, and hop'd they would 


permit him to live tranquiliz'd in his firſt Sta- 


tion; But notwithſtanding his Modeſty and Age, 
he afterwards gave ample Proofs that he was 
not altogether unworthy of his new Poſt; and it 
may be ſaid that his Activity and Severity ſaved 
Conſtantinople from a ſecond Sedition, which ſeem'd 
ready to break out into Flames; as will appear 
from the Sequel of our Relaticn.

bels ſtill comm itted ſcme Diforders in different 
Places: An Emir“, among the reſt, who was about 
buying a Piece of Cloth in a Grecian's Shop at the 
Beſeſtein, could not agree about the Price, and 
threatens to kill the Merchant; who in a Fright 
calls for Help, and ſhuts his Shop. All the ot 
Shop- keepers there having done the like, every 
thing was going to Confuſion again; but - Mehemet 
Aga ccming unexpectedly, he cauſed the Emir to 
be apprehended and condemn'd him to die. This 
maden and ſevere Juſtice heartned every body ; and 
the News being carried to the Mufti, who grieved 
to ſee the Rebellion thus foment itſelf, he ſent for Pa- 
trona, Muſluh, and the other Chiefs of the Rebels, 
to whom he ſpoke to the following Subftance, 
That it was truc indeed that the Country was be- 


helden to them for their Liberty, as well as the Grand 


Stigncr for his Elevation to the Throne, and that 


Things began to reſpire; but as by the Bounties which. 


his Highneſs had granted them, they could ſee his 
Highne's knew to reward Virtue, they ſhould not 
doutt but that his Highneſs alſo underſtood to puniſb 
the Wicked : That if they had done well in taking up 
Arms tor the Deſtrufion of a Tyrannical Miniftery, 


it did not follow that the reigning Diſorders ſhould be 


ſupported any lenger, as they are a Calamity worſe 
than the Evil which they deſign d to put a Remedy tu: 
That if they did not chuſe peaceably to retire to their 


proper Calls, they would not only looſe the Merits of 


the Good they had procured, but would alſo become 
the Objeſts of Horror and Indignation to the Sultan 
and the Peaple; and the Court and City in Conjunc-

tion wwonld concert Meaſures to treat them with the 
ſame Rigour as they themſelves had treated the Mi- 
nifters of the laſt Government. Patrona and the 
other Chiefs, diſembling to yield to theſe Reaſons, 
aſſured the Mufti of their Reſpect, and exprefled a 
great Deal of Sorrow for the Miſchief that had 
happened againſt their Intention; they alſo made 
great Promiſes for the Time to come, but not 
without an Air of Licenſe and Temerity, as they 
had ſhewn in their Conduct all along. 

As it was not permitted, under what Pretext 
ſoever, to drink Wine, or to commit any Diſor- 
ders in the Chambers of the Janizaries, the Rebels 
did not think proper to confine themſelves to ſuch 
rigorous Diſcipline, and therefore rook Houſes in 
the City. Patrons had ſeveral offer'd, but he pre- 
ferr'd that of the Grand Treaſurer's, becauſe it 
was next to the Quarters of the Janizaries; and 
more than 400 Rebels lodg'd themſelves there- 
abouts. Here the Seditious, always armed, paſſed 
Days and Nights in Debauchery : In their drunken 
Airs they came to the Gate, and fat themſelves in- 
ſolently near the Grand Vizir, demanding of him 
Favours and Places for ſuch as their Chiefs ho- 
noured with their Protection; and, in Contempt 
of this Miniſter and to Juſtice, he was forced to 
anſwer without Delay to all the Memorials the 

reſented to him. It would be endleſs to give a 
Detail of all the Infolences of this Mobb; but J 
cannot diſpenſe with giving an Account of a few 
more of their Actions, to ſnew to what a Height 
their Raſhneſs and Impudence was raiſed. 

AFTER the Grand Vizir 1brahim was ſtrangled, 
the Court thought it ſufficient to puniſh his Son 
Mehemet Pacha with Baniſhment to Nicomedia, 
and to allow him the Appenage of that Place for 

| his 
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his Subſiſtance, becauſe he being young, beſides of a 
low Genius, and ſubje*t to Fits, the Court look'd 
upon him as a Man of no Conſequence, and that 
ſo much the more, becauſe he had had no Share in 
the Adminiſtration of Affairs: But the Rebels 
who thought theſe Sufferings too mild, were not 
content with this Puniſhment, and Patrona, in the 
Name of the reſt, went to declare to the Vizir, 
That they believ'd it would be much better to 
exile bim to Mouch-Kara, ts live there upon the 
Revenues which were left bim by his Father. Thus 
they were oblig'd to change Mebemet's firſt De- 
ſtiny, and the Vizir who could refuſe nothing to 
theſe Seditious, was forc'd to expediate the Order 
which they demanded, But, the better to under- 
ſtand the Subtlety of their Vengeance, we ought to 
know that Mouch- Kara, where Ibrahim was born 
from a poor Armenian, had formerly been but a 
wretched Village in Aſia, till this great Miniſter, 
to eternalize his Name, had embelliſh'd it with 
Moſques, Colleges, Bagnio's, Fountains, and ſome 
other publick and particular Edifices, in the Time 
of his Government, and given it the Name of 
Neuchcher, that is to ſay, New Town. The Re- 
bels now, determin'd to extirpate every thing that 
might ſerve to tranſmit {brabim's Name to Poſte- 
rity, order*d that all theſe Decorations ſhould be 
deltroyed, and that Mouch- Kara ſhould reſume its 
| firſt Name, and become a poor Village, as before: 
They likewiſe obtained the unfortunate Mehemet's, 
being confined to this Place, to the End that being 
a Spectator of this Deſolation, he might have 
nothing before his Eyes but Objects that ſhould 
occupy him with melancholy Reflections, and that 
nothing ſhould be left him of his Eſtate, but the 
Materials and Ruins of that deſolate Town. 


G 2 A PLrAce 
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A PLacz of a Capigi Bachi * being become va · 
cant, the Grand Vizir difpoſed of it in Favour of 
one of his Creatures. But Patrona having de. 
manded it for another, the Miniſter thought pro- 
per to remove the firſt, and to give the Poſt to 
the Candidate of the Rebel's preſenting. 

Ons Day when this Miniſter was aſſiſting in a 
Divan, he was informed of Muſub s being arriv'd 
with a great number of Aga's after him: the Vi- 
zir thereupon quitted the Council, and came to 

receive the Rebel, and after having entertained 
one another privately, Muſiub went to the Grand 
Signor: But while the People were with Impa- 
tience informing themſelves about the Reaſon of 
theſe Motions, they diſcovered a new Kiaia, by 
name Muſtapha Bey , who had been Maſter of 
the Horſe to the depoſed Sultan, and whoſe Pre- 
deceſſor Vitdeli Bachi was forthwith ſent to the 
Priſon of Bach-Baki- Roulan fi, The Reaſons al- 
iedged for the Diſgrace of this Miniſter were va- 
rious: Some ſaid, that he liſtened to the ill- di- 
geſted Counſels of his Friends, form'd a Deſign 
to defeat all the Rebels himſelf; and that theſe, 
having had Notice thereof, thwarted his Scheme 
by cauſing him to be depoſed, at the Demand of 
Muſlul : Others will have it that his Depoſition 

roceeded from his great Avidity and Avarice; and 
that not being check'd by the tragical Example of 
his Predeceſſor, he graſp'd with both Hands; for

having been but Fifteen Days in his Place, 
he had amaſs'd above co, ooo Piaſters. To this 
ſome add, That he had diverted ſeveral Effects of 


the late Vizir's Ibrabim; among the reſt, two 


Diamond Girdles, a Knife likewiſe ſet in Dia- 
monds,' and more than a Million in Money. 
On the 17th, the Troops of the Seraglio.re- 


ceived Two (Quarters Pay; at the ſame time 


they had alſo given the Pillau as is the Cuſtom on 


ſuch Occaſion ; and the Sultan who for faſhion ' 


fake was come to ſurvey the Bags which contained 
the Money, order'd that the Pillau ſhould be 
ſerv'd in new Diſhes, ſaying, That be would not 
have Things ſerve in his Keign that had been employ'd 
in that of his Uncle's. And when they repreſented 
to him the Impoſlibility to find ſo many new 
Diſhes in one Morning as ſo great a Number of 
People required, his Highneſs anſwer d, That 
they ſhoul.1 baue as many as they could find, and make 
the reſt up from old Veſſels, whiten'd and thinned 
over again. This was done with ſuch Diligence, 
that it ſeem'd as if none but the Turi, were capa- 
ble to diſpatch Things quickly. 
WaiLE they thus were paying the Troops; 
Patrona came to the Seraglio, and paſling through 
the Ranks of the Janizaries, he ſaluted them on 
both Sides, and advanc'd even to the Sultan's 
Apartment. The Sultaneſs Valids, Mother to the 
Grand Signor, receiv'd him very courteouſly, cal- 
ling him her ſecond Son; and after Valida had 
entertain'd him a conſiderable Time, by means of 
her Eunuchs, ſhe preſented him with 20,000 
Sequins, of which he diſtributed the greateſt 

Part among the Domeſticks of that Princeſs. 
Taz Divan bei:ig over, the Grand Vixir re- 
tyrned home, to confer the Principality of Wala- 
C:9/

chic upon Mikal-Voda , who, having been dif. 
fleſs'd of the Principality of Moldavia after 
wenty Years Enjoyment liv'd quiet in a Village 
ſituate on the Streight of the Black Sea. At 
the Performance of this Ceremony, where the 
Drogman Þ of the Port ſhould have aſſiſted, this 


Officer receiy'd a Caftan which confirm'd him in 


his Poſt. At the breaking out of the Rebellion, 


he had deſir'd the Grand Vizir to defer inſtalling 


him in this Poſt, for fear if the Rebels ſhould 
ſee him exerciſe the ſame Functions under the 
new Miniſtery, as he had done under the former, 
they might take his Life away, or exact ſuch 
Sums from him as he was not able to raiſe. And 


really Patrona had ſeveral times threaten'd to de- 


poſe him, for which Reaſon he did not care to 
thew himſelf, but kept' cloſe, tall the Rebellion 
was entirely ceaſed | 

Bur to return to Mital- Voda, the Principality 


of Walachia coſt him 150,0c0 Piaſters, without 


counting the Preſents he was oblig'd o make to 
the Miniſters of the Court according to Cuſ— 
tom. As ſoon as he, his Son, and his Capi- 
Kiaia || were inveſted with Caftan's, he was con- 
ducted to the Parochial Church by the Heads of 
the Greet Nation, to own himſelf a Prince. The 
Patriarch, at the Head of the Clergy, came to 
the Door to receive him, and ſaid the Maſs in

Pontifical Habits; after which this Prince em- 
barked in a Saique of five Pair of Oars, and re- 
turn'd in Pomp to his Reſidence. 

Tris new Prince furniſhes me with a proper 
Opportunity to ſpeak of a certain rich Grecian, 
by Name Manolati, and who was Curtchi 
Bachi *. The intimate Friendſhip which had 
ſubſiſted between this Man and the late Kiaia 
Mebemet, made the Rebels ſuſpect that he had 

|. feveral Effects of that Miniſter's in his Poſſeſſion: 
They therefore pillag'd his Houſes, but without 
finding him, becauſe he had fled and conceal'd 
himſelf. However he manag'd Matters fo that 
he retreated near Patrona, to have the Liberty of 
appearing, which made ſome believe that by the 
Power of Money he had obtained Promiſes of 
being protected. But this Conduct being diſap- 
proved by Patrona's Companions, and Manolati 
inſtructed thereof, he thought it moſt ſecure for 
him 'o take Sanctuary in ſome privileg'd Houſe ; 
but it happen'd unluckily to him that his Retreat 
was diſcover'd few Days after; and the Port 

} having demanded him, there was no Way to ſave 
him from the Hands of the Boſtangi Bachi +, 
who carried him to the Priſon of the Bach-Bacti:- 
Kovinn, Here he was interrogated, That EF72: 
of Mehemet' he bad in his Hands“ He anſwered, 
That he had nothing but a little Trunk with Papers 
which the Kaia had ſent him the Day the Rebellion 
had begun, and which gave an exact Account of al! 
this Miniſter's Affairs. He added, That with Re- 
ſpeft to himſelf, be could not deny that he was poſſeſs'd 
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of Riches; but that be had acquired bis Wealth, 
partly by Legacies, partly by the reaſonable Profits from 
dealing in Furrs ; and if any one could prove that be 
ever attratted any thing unjuſtly, he was ready to make 
treble Reſtitution, Theſe Arguments, ſupported by 
the large Sums which he diſtributed underhand, 
procur'd at laſt his Liberty ; but, the new Prince 
of Walachia was again accuſed of having been 
the principal Fayourite of the late Kiaia, and of 
having accumulated immenſe Sums, unjuſtly ex- 


+ torted while he was Vaivode of Moldavia. This 


Accuſation brought him again to Priſon, where 
he remained till fuch Time as he had furniſh'd 
another conſiderable Sum of Money. 

On the 23d of October, the Grand Signor de- 
poſed Mengbeli Gbirai, Cham of the Crim-Tartars, 
and eſtabliſhed in that Poſt Captain Gbirai his 
Brother, a Man of great Penetration and Cou- 
rage, and who had enjoyed that Principality be- 
fore; the Sultan himſelf ſent his Grand Maſter of 
the Horſe to Bour/e, the Place of his Exile, to 
carry him this agreeable News, and at the ſame 
time order'd a Galley to Modania *, for to bring 
him to Conſtantinople. At this Prince's Arrival, a 
Proclamation was publiſhed, forbidding Women 
and Children to appear in the Streets; leaſt the 
Throng of People, curious to ſee his Entry; ſhould 
cauſe any Diſturbance. He was lodged in the Se- 
raglio of the deceaſed Kiaia, from whence he went 
to pay to the Grand Signor a Viſit, who received 
him with all the Tokens of Friendſhip, and or- 
dered him to be dreſs'd in Sable; he alſo was 
preſented with a fine Horſe, magnificently 
harnefſed, and conduRed in great State and 
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Splendor to his Palace; where the Grand Vizie 
and moſt of the principal Miniſters of the Port 
paid him a Viſit, and made him ſeveral hand- 
ome Preſents. | OY 

O the 24th, a Grand Council was held, to de- 
liberate about Means to diſperſe the Rebels effec- 
tually, and it was reſolved to propoſe to them, 
to retire to what Frontier of the Empire they 
leaſed; but inſtead of agreeing to this, they 
3 the depoſing of the new Grand Vizir: 
However Muſluh, who then was not among them, 
made them change their Reſolution at his Arri- 
val. The next Morning, they preſented them- 
ſelves before the Seraglio in greater Numbers 
than the Day before: They complained of 
continuing to put in Places ſuch Perſons as were 
unworthy of the Poſts to which they were raiſed, 
ſuch as Mebemet Effendi, whom the Court was 
going to make Tefter Emini “. They ſaid, that 
it plainly appeared the Court was determin'd to 
revive the former Miniſtry ; but, they were re- 
ſolv'd to prevent it. | 

J cannot help making here a Digreſſion, to in- 
timate the different Viciſſitudes of Fortune which 
this old Miniſter underwent during the Time 
of the Rebellion. He kept himſelf private in tne 
Beginning thereof, but on a ſudden repaired to 
Court, by fayour of a Convention with Patrona : 
The other Rebels, not liking him, he was forced to 
withdraw himſelf afreſh: Afterwards, by Means 
of an Emir who had a great Reſpect for him, 
and was intimate with Mu//ub, he had the Li- 
berty granted him to return to Cenſtaninopie, 
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provided he did not ſtir abroad at all. This mor- 


tified Kiata Nikdeti-haii Aga: He was ſenſible that 
Me hemet did not love him, and the * 
of this Miniſter gave him Umbrage; therefore, be- 
cauſe he had not periſh'd like the others, the Kiaia 
reſoly*d upon his Deſtruction. To ſucceed in this, 
he complimented him upon the Rebels having at 
laſt ceaſed to purſue him, and perſuaded him, in- 


ſtantly to return to Court, where they could not 


take any Reſolution without him, eſpecially what 


concern'd the Affairs of Pera, which no Perſon 
was more able to manage than himſelf. Mehemet 
Effendi thanked the Kiaia for his Civility, and 


the good Opinion he had of him, but pray'd to 


diſpence him from engaging in any Affairs, on 
Account of his great Age and his Infirmities, 
which rendred him incapable of applying him- 
ſelf to Buſineſs. The Kiaia, ſeeing he could not 
draw him into the Snare by himſelf, made the 
Grand Vizir the Inſtrument, who ſent an Order 
to Mehemet to repair to Court, and he was forced 
then to obey. Being come, he was highly careſſed, 
and a few Days after, the Sultan created him 
Tefter Emini. The Kiaia very well knew that the 
Rebels would not let him long in the Enjoyment 
of that Poſt ; as indeed it was not long before 
they complained. On Account of the repeated 
Menaces of the Rebels, it was thought proper to 
call a new Council, the Reſult of which was, to 
diſplace ſeveral Officers, and among the reſt 
Mebem:t Effendi, who was baniſhed to Tenedos: 
But Emir, who had done him ſo much Service 
before, once more applyed to Muſiub, and ob- 
rained Permiſhon to have him recalled, on the 
former Conditions, viz. Not to concern himſelf 
with publick Affairs; which he punctually obſer- 
ved till the utter Suppreſſion of the _— 
UT 
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Bor to reſume the Thread of the Hiſtory; 
the Rebels, after having repreſented their Diſ- 
guſt about the Court's ſtill promoting Proſcri 
they demanded that Ruſtan Pacha, whom they 


had ſent for from Boſnia, ſhould be declared Ge- 


neral of the Forces againſt Per/ia. The Sultan 
ranted their Requeſt, upon Condition they 
ollowed that General; which they promis'd to 
do. But this was only to amuſe the Sultan; 
for, the next Day they continued their mutinous 
Aſſemblies, and on the 29th of O7ober they re- 
paired . to Court, and demanded that Patrona 
ſhould be made Capitan Pacha, the Aga of the 
anizaries Grand Vizir, and Muſlub Aga of the 
anizaries. | | 
Tux Court, ſurprized at this new and audacious 
Demand of the Rebels, could not be perſuaded 
that they themſelves could form ſuch irreaſonable 
Pretenſions, and believ'd that ſome Doctors of the 
Law were the ſecret Promoters of all theſe. Pro- 
ceedings. They ſoon ſuſpected Zulali- Zade, Ra- 


dileſker of Aſia, and remembred that when Acb- 


met III. was yet on the Throne, and once re- 
proach'd him for being a Traitor, Zulali-Zade, 
inſtead of juſtifying himſelf, reproached 1n- his 
turn the Sultan, in theſe Words, That nee 
the Treaty of Paſſarowitz, by which he had diſtc- 
acurably refigned Belgrade fo the Germans, he had 
act looked upon him as Emperor, and that tram 
that time he had forfeited his Sovereignty, They 
alſo call'd to Mind Achmet s aſſembling the Doc- 
tors of the Law, to conſult them how to ſave 
the Lives of the Grand Vizir, the Kiaia, and the 
Capitan Pacha; and having told them, That be 
was ready to abandon the two laſt, provided he could 
fave the Grand Vizir ,, and that being ready to write 
ja the Rebels to have ſuch Favour granted, but de- 
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fired to have firft their Opinion uten; Zulali-Zade, 
who took the Right of anſwering upon himſelf, 


told the Sultan, That be undertook a Thing impoſ- 


feble, and the Evil was grown too great to be re- 
paired That afterwards when the Grand Vizir 
was going to anſwer him, the Kadileſker had in- 
terrupted him, and ſaid in a great Rage, That be 
was curs'd both by God and Men, and that a Man 
as wicked as he deſerved the moſt ignominious Death. 
That hereupon Ibrahim, without anſwering, had 
retired from the Aſſembly with Tears in his 
Eyes; and that the Sultan with a Heart full of 
Grief and Deſpair, had ſaid to the Kadileſker, 
That ſince the Evil was deſverate, be had nothing to 
do bat to ſign the Sentence of Death againſt theſe three 
Miniſters; which Zulali-Zade had done accord- 
ingly, without Loſs of Time. The Reflections 
which the Sultan and his Miniſters made upon this 
Conduct of the Kadilefker, confirm'd not a little 
the Suſpicion they entertained of his Intelligence 
with the Rebels; but Things not being yet ready 
to ſuppreſs them, they were anſwer'd, That the 
Court could not acquieſce to the Alterations they de- 
manded in the Miniſtery. 

Ox the 2d of November, the Sultan publiſh'd a 
Catcherif *, which contained a moſt ſevere Prohi- 


| bition of committing any Diſorder, he being re- 


ſolved to puniſh the Offenders with Death: And 
as the Rebels diſtinguiſh'd themſelves from other 
Subjects, by wearing red Turbants, and ſuch Diſ- 
tinction might ſeem to foment the Diviſions in the 
City, he ordain'd that they ſhould wear the ſame 
with the reſt of their Fellow Subjects, to ſhew the 
Obedience and Fidelity they owed him. The Re- 
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bels directly obey'd this laſt Article of the Cat- 
cherif, and immediately changed their red Tur- 
bants into white ones; but as to the firſt Order, 
which was, to reform their Conduct, they ſoon 
ſhewed that it was ſtill the ſame. 
PATRONA had now recompenſed all thoſe to 
whom he had any Obligation, excepting a Greek 
Butcher, named Gijanaki, who had furniſhed him 
and his Companions with extraordinary good Meat, 
while they were encamped at Et-Meidan; and re- 
membring that at another Time he had lent him two 
Piaſters, which he had the Civility never to ask 
for again, he ſent for him and told him, That, ſenſi- 
ble of the Aſſiſtance he had received from him, he 
would teſti'y his Acknowledgment in a fingular man- 
ner. Then he gave him a Thouſand Sequins; and 
added, Should you not be ſorrow to live longer than I? 
Gianaki, — with the Generoſity of Patrona, 
told him, That if he ſhould die, he ſhould not deſire to 
ſurvive him. Since it is ſo, replied Pazrona, then 
ask for what you will, and you may be ſure to have 
it granted. At this, a Thouſand Defires aroſe in 
the Mind of Gianaki, and not knowing on what to 
fix, he told his Benefactor, That at preſent he could 
not determine what to ask, but that he would adviſe 
with his Priends, and give him an Anſwer preſently. 
Thus he went directly to the Capſa Baſla *, to 
whom he recounted his good Fortune: What do 
D, adviſe me to? ſays he; I was going to deſire of 
Patrona to revive the Poſt of Surdgi Bachi f, and to 
give it to me, for it ſuits my Profeſſion, and I know 
all the Funftions thereof. The Capſa Baſſa, fearing 
by this Means to looſe his Right; You have no 
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Thoughts, ſays he, to fix upon ſo low a Thing. Your 
Protector is moſt powerful, and he can by his Credit 
procure you the moſt eminent Poſts. He generouſly has 
made you the Offer, don't you flop at ſuch a Yrifie, 
which even brings more Loſs than Profit. But, what 


do you think I fhall ask, ſays the Butcher? That he 


may make you Prince of Moldavia, replied the Cap- 
fa Balle, and if you have not Money enough to obtain 
that Dignity, don't let that embaraſs you; I will furniſh 
gou with what you ſhall have Occaſion for. Vanity, 
the reigning Vice among the Greeks, in a Moment 
turn'd the Head of this poor Butcher, who forget- 
ting his low Condition, preſently returned to Pa- 


trona, and thus addreſſed him, That, fince the Aﬀec- 


tion he honoured him with, was ſo great, and becauſe 
be had all the Pcwer in the Empire, he prayed to be 
nominated Prince of Moldavia, Be it ſo; replied 
Patrona, and ſent him directly to the Grand Vizir, 
to have his Approbation. This Miniſter, ſtruck 
with Surprize at ſuch a Propoſition, ſtood immove- 
able ſome time, before he could ſpeak 3 but hav- 
ing recovered himſelf, he faid, Thar what Patrona 
demanded, was impoſſible to be granted That they 
raiſed none to that Dignity but ſuch as were from noble 
Extraction, and had done fingular Services to the State: 
That the propoſed Subject had neither of theſe Ouali- 
ties; and that it was but four Days ago fince the 
Sultan had confirmed Gregorasko Ghika * in that 
Poſt ; it therefore weld: be neither juft nor houcura- 
Hl: in his Highne's, to depoſe that Prince, and to put a 
vile Artizan in his Place. This Anſwer being 
carried to Patrona; Very well, ſays he, I/ all, ſee 


«hat theſe Excuſes will ſguiſyj. Gregorasko is a 
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Ghiaourt, Gianaki likewiſe ; and is it not the ſame, 


whether the one or the other is Prince © In ſhort, th 
fall do what I demand. Hereupon he ſent Gianalz 
to the Grand Vizir again, accompanied by Muſlub, 
who ſpoke in high Terms to the Vizir. This good 
Minifter not knowing what Part to take, faid, 
That an Affair of this Importance could not be deter- 
mined by him, without the Approbation of the Sultan. 
Then go find him, ſays Muſſub, but think of ſatisfying 
Patrona. The Sultan was no leſs ſurprized than the 
Grand Vizir, but judging that it would not be long 
before Affairs would take a Change, he bid the 
Vizir comply with the Demand of the Rebel. Thus 
Gianaki, having received the Caftan, he was declar'd 
Prince of Moldavia, and received the cuſtoma 

Honours as well at Court, as in the Greek Church, 
But his Elevation was a mortal Cut to the Vanity 
of the Greeks, and Humility and Deſpair might 
be diſcovered in thetr Countenances during the Ce- 
remony, at which the Drogman of the Port and 
Brother to the depoſed Prince of Moldavia, was 
torced to aſſiſt ; and as he was a very honeſt Man, 
every one took part in the juſt Indignation he ſhewed, 
as being by his Poſt obliged to depoſe his own Bro- 
ther and to declare Gianati his Succeſſor. But the 
Grandeur of this Butcher Prince was like unto a 
Meteor that riſes on aſudden, glares a ſhort Time, 
and vaniſhes wichout appearing again. He could 
raiſe no more than Thirty Purſes, whereas his 
Exigencies required nigh a Million, as well to 
diſcharge the Fees of the Court and Miniſters, as 
to ſatisfy Patrona, who alone demanded fifty Pur- 
ſes from him, beſides what other Rebels expected,

and did not fall much ſhort from the former Sums : 
The Capſa Baſſa, who had offered him his Aid, only 
did it with a View the more to confound him, 
without defigning to help him out of theſe Diffi - 
culties ; and Patrona himſelf, his zealous Protector, 
after he had ſhewn the World how far he could 
carry his Authority, abandoned him, like the reſt ; 
inſomuch that this imaginary Prince, inſtead of 
being pompouſly conducted to a Throne, was 
ſhamefully dragged to a Priſon ; where we ſhall 
leave him to bewail his own Folly, until he leaves 
it, to undergo a greater Puniſhment. | 

On the ſame Day, the Ambaſſador of France 
paid his firſt Viſit to Kufis Mebemet, the new Capi- 
tan Pacha, and complimented him upon his new 
Dignity. The Aga of the Janizaries, thinking 
that the Foreign Miniſters ſhould pay him the 
ſame ReſpeCt, ſent to the French Palace for the 
Drogman of that Ambaſlador, and asked him, 
Why his Maſter did not come to ſee him according to 
Cufiom © The Drogman anſwered this Officer, 
That without Doubt he was mifinformed ; for that it 
was never prattiſed with Regard to the Aga of the 
Fanizaries, and that certainly the Ambaſſador would 
not make an Innovation _ that Article. They 
conducted the Drogman afterwards to Muſiub, who 
told him, That ſince his Maſter would not viſit the 
Aga, he ought at leaſt to ſend the ordinary Preſents to 
the Kiaia. I dont ku u, anſwers the Drogman, That 
the Ambaſſadors of France ever made any Preſents to 
the Aga of the Fanizaries, neither to his Kiaia ; ne- 
wertheleſs I'll ſpeak to his Excellency. I defire yor 
would, replies Muſluh ; The good Order that I have 
cauſed to be obſerved during the Troubles, with regard 
to the French Nation, merits ſome Acknowledgment. 

On the gth, ſome Diſputes aroſe between the Ser- 
dingueſchtis and the Janizaries, One of the firſt

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having pick'd a Quarrel with a Captain of the Ja»

diami *, and agreed to drive every one out of their 
Chambers that belonged to another Militia. During 
theſe Deliberations, Patrona chanced to come with 
Twenty of his Followers, and not knowing what 
had happened, asked an Oda-Bachi + the Reaſon of 
this Alteration, who told him, That they were come 
to a Reſolution to have no more to do with his Compa- 
nions, who daily diſgraced their Party by their Vio- 
tences ; and that he would fare the worſe for it, if he 
himſelf did not return to his Daty. I do not much 

fear you, replied Patrona ; if you come to attack me, 

you will find whom youu have to deal with; for I have 

12000 Albanians at Conſtantinople, always ready to 

join me. Have all the Albanians to afjrft thee 


added the courageous Oda-Bachi, we ſpall never- 


theleſs exterminate both thee and thy Followers. Jon 
are in the wrong, my Friend, ſays Patrona, to puts 
yourſelf in a Paſſion about me, as Ido no Harm toany 
Body. Tis not enough, returned the Oda-Bachi, 
that thou doeſt not Harm, it does not become thee to 
medale with the Affairs of the Court and State; by thy 
buſying thyſelf about every thing, it looks as if the 
_ and Grand Vizir —— be di _ by thee , 
thou art a Fanizary, carry thyſelf accordingly, an 
4 not take 75 thee 5 be Maſter, — allow Muſ- 
luh to do it, who daily comes to Court with as much 
Oſteutation and Statelineſs as the late Kiaia. If 
Ido not inform myſelf how Things go on, replied Pa- 
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trona, they certainly will fill all the Places of Truf 
with infamous Men, to introduce the Tyranny of the 
laft: Miniftery: I aſſure you that I have nothing ſo 
much at Heart as the Good of the People. *Tis not 
from ſuch a one as thou, an wered ſeveral Officers of 
the Janizaries, that People ought to look for Relief. 
Our Emperor wants neither Fuftice nor Conduct; to 
govern, and to make his Subjefts happy 'Tis his 
Right to give Charges to ſuch as he thinks to have 
made themſelves deſerving thereof As for our Part, 
we wiſh him a long Life and happy Reign, and that 
we may receive our Pay regularly: We have hitherto 
no Reaſon to complain of his Highneſs, and it would 
be making ourſelves unworthy of his Bounty, if a 
Body as ours, which is the moſt conjiderable of the 
State, ſhould have the Aſſurance to divide the So- 
vereign Authority. We therefore grant thee Mill Three 
Days, in that time either to reduce or to diſperſe thy 
Companions ; and if this be not executed, we ſhall fall 
upon you all, and bring you toit by Force. | 
PATRONA, a Man of great Reſolution, tho? he 
little feared that theſe Menaces of the Janizaries 
would come to an Iſſue, being ſure of having a con- 
ſiderable Party among them that would not join 
againſt him, yet he found by this Converſation that 
they were incenſed towards him, and that he had 
more ſecret Enemies than he thought of : Where- 
fore, to inform himſelf the better about it, and to 
ſee how he ſtood affected among them, he went to 
the ancient Kadilesker Maza-zade, who received 
him with a great deal of Coldneſs and Diſreſpect. 
Nevertheleſs, without being daſhed at it, having 
turned the Converſation upon what had paſſed, he 
told the Kadilesker, in a diſſembling Air, That he 
had not taken up Arms but for the common Cauſe ; 
That God had made him the Inſtrument of delivering 
the Mu ſulmen from the Tyranny of the late Miniſtry ; 
*. 
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and that he (Maza-zade) being an holy and enlightened 
Man, might eaſily diſcern whether bis Intentions 
hitherto have not been the moſt pureſt. Neverthe- 
leſs, added he, I meet every Day with evil Perſons 
who attribute to my Attions the moſt criminal 
Motives, and who ſtrive to blacken me before my 
Emperor, for whom I have ſo often expoſed my Life, 
Suffer then, Great Effendi, that I may ast your 
Protection againſt thoſe who continue calumniating me 
before his Highneſs. Maza-zade, who actually was 
a Man of great Merit, and full of Equity, an- 
ſwered him, That he ſhould never be aſhamed to tell 
him the Truth, and that having always bad an Ab- 
Horrence to Lies, he could aſſure him that when he 
ſhould be asked what he thought of him, he ſhould ſpeak 
his Mind without any Duplicity, Patrona, whoſe Cu- 
rioſity was not ſatisfy*'d with ſo ambiguous an Anſwer, 
affected nevertheleſs to appear contented, thinking 
the Kadilesker would not ſpeak but to his own Ad- 
vantage. Then having kiſſed his Hand, he retired, 
and in going out, gave a handful of Sequins to the 
Domeſticks. But Maza-zade having got Know- 
ledge of it, cauſed them to caſt the Money into the 
Sea in his Preſence ; and regarding Patrona as a 
Scelerate, whoſe Viſit had polluted his Houſe, he 
order*d all the Places to be waſhed whereon that 
Rebel had ſet his Feet. 
On the 10th, Kuffis Mebemet was diſcharged 

from his Place of Capitan-Pacha , and the Grand 
Signor gave him in Exchange the Government of 
Saide, which his Father had heretofore, and ho- 
noured him with a Sable Gown. But whether the 
Rebels foreſaw that they had ſomething to fear 
from the Reputation and Capacity of Gianum-Cog- 
gia, for whom, they ſurmiſed, this Place was de- 
ſign'd; or whether Patrona, who wanted it for 


himſelf, thought to remove ſo formidable a General; 
I 2 they 
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they made ſo much Noiſe about the Depoſition of 
Kuffis, that, for to content them, the Court re- 
eſtabliſned him the next Day. It is pretended, 
that Kyffis himſelf had ſollicited them to proteſt 
againſt his being depoſed; but ſeeing Patrona 
make Pretenſions to the Place himſelf, and that the 
Sultan had ſent for Gianum-Coggia, he treated ſe- 
cretly with the Court about Reſigning, and ob- 
tain*d the Government of Saide, by the Intereſt of 
the Cham of the Tartars, whoſe Vaſſal his Father 
had been. Be that as it will, at his Return to the 
Arſenal, he receiv'd the Compliments of all the 
Sea-Officers, on Account of his pretended Re-eſta- 
bliſnment to the Charge of Admiral, which how- 
ever he exerciſed only by interim, till the 2 1ſt of 
Nov. when Gianum-Coggia took Poſſeſſion thereof. 
As it was impoſſible that the Affairs of the State 
ſhould ſubſiſt much longer in the Confuſion which 
this Revolution had put them in, and that it was 
highly neceſſary Things ſhould reſume their ordi- 
nary Courſe, the Grand Signor as well as the Re- 
bels, thought upon applying a Remedy, each ac- 
cording to their different Intereſts. The Heads of 
the Rebels, if they would maintain their Autho- 
rity, found 1t indiſpenſible to think of abandoning 
Conſtantinople ; and the Grand Signor on his Side, 
conſidering that the whole depended upon driving 
them out, recalled all rhe high Officers of the 
Empire. The Rebels having held a Couneil, they 

agreed to have Muſſub nominated Kiaia or Lieute- | 
nant cf the Aga of the Janizaries, without Delay. 
Bur, as they were apprehenſive of a great many 
Obſtacles, becauſe few Perſons ever arriv*d to that 
Poſt, before they had paſs'd through all the reſt; 
and that it was ſeldom fill'd up with other Men 
than ſuch as were diſtinguiſh'd for their Age and 
Parts; knowing therefore that Mr/lub was —_— 

| wit 
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with neither of theſe Qualities, he being not above 
25 Years old, and but a common Janrzary:; they 
were forced to have Recourſe to Money, of fi 
Virtue at Conſtantinople that it ſolves all Difficulties. 
They cauſed therefore 500,000 Piaſters *; to be 
diſtributed among the eldeſt and moſt creditable of 
the Janizaries, and withal gave them to underſtand, 
that if they would favour the Election of Muſſub, 
they ſhould have the Sultan-Mother's Preſent paid 
to them. | 

For the better comprehending of this, we ought 
to know that this Princeſs, in her firſt Tranſports 
of Joy about ſeeing her Son on the Throne, had 
promiſed a Preſent of five Piaſters to each Soldier ; 
but afterwards, refleting on the Indiſcretion of 
that Promiſe, it was no more talked of, either be- 
cauſe ſhe had not Money enough to diſcharge this 
Liberality, or that the Kiſlar Aga + had diſſuad- 
ed her from it, in repreſenting that the Sultan had 
already made ſufficient Acknowledgment to the 
Troops, by fuch Bounties as never had been in Uſe. 
But be that as it will, this Counſel had like to have 
been the Ruin of the Kiſlar Aga; for the Janiza- 
ries wanted to depoſe him, and murmured highly 
againſt the Sultan's Mother, for not fulfilling her 
Promiſes, and for refuſing what they no longer 
look'd upon as a Favour, but as an indiſpenſable 
Debt. In this Diſpoſition, theſe Janizaries who 
had ſhared in the 500,000 Piaſters, voluntarily 
conſented to the Election of Muſlub, as did thoſe 
who had receiv'd nothing, in Hopes, that after 
the Sultaneſs's Preſent was paid, they ſhould not 
find it difficult to depoſe Maſſub, and to raiſe one 
of their beſt Officers to this Dignity. 


V In valuing 10 Piaſters to a Crown, make 50,000 Crowns. 
+ Is the Head of the Black Eunuchs, and the Governour of the 
Apartments of the Women, | 
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Tnz1r Minds being thus prepared, Muſſub 
went to the Grand Vizir, of whom he demanded 
the Caftan for the Poſt of Kiaia of the Janizaries ; 
but he met with a Refuſal from this Minifter, who 
told him, That he had neither Age nor neceſſary Me- 
rits for ſuch a Charge; that the Fanizaries would 
never ſuffer him, and that the Sultan could not raiſe 
bim to ſo conſiderable a Poſt, without ſtaining his 
Dignity and Fuſtice. But the Rebel, not in the 
leaſt mov'd, told the Vizir, That he had taken Care 
"of every Thing, and that he had no more to do than to 
give him the Caftan, without troubling himſelf about 
any Thing elſe. The Grand Vizir' ſtil] refuſing, 
Ma ſiuh retired very angry; and as ſoon as the Re- 
bels found the ill Succeſs of their Efforts, they 
ſwore of being revenged on that Miniſter: Accord- 
ingly Thirty of them haſten'd like ſo many Furies 
to the Cham of the Tartars, to acquaint him, That 
Muſluh ſhould abſolutely be declared Kiaia of the Fa- 
nizaries; and that if the Vizir perſiſted to refuſe, it 
ſhould not be long before he ſhould repent it. By 
the Manner in which the Rebels deliver'd them- 
ſelves, the Prince could eaſily judge that they were 
obſtinate in their Demands, and that it would be 
Prudence to give way to the Torrent, until they 
were able to obſtruct its Violence. He attempted 
to appeaſe them, in telling them, That he would 
go to Court, and he did not doubt but the Grand 
/izir would yield to his Remonſtrances; nay, they 
might be aſſured of obtaining what they deſired. He 
then went to the Grand Vizir, and after having in 
a few Words declared the Cauſe of his Viſit, Do 
you think, ſays he, to oppoſe theſe Wretches ? Don't 
you perceive that they are working their own Ruin, 
and that the more odious they wy A themſelves to the 
Troofs, and the People, the more eaſy will be their 
Deſtruftion ? Believe me, added he, give to Muſluh 
| not

not only the Place be demands, but a more conſider- 
able one, if be deſires it, he can't enjoy it ſo long as to 
make you repent of 2 Complaiſance. The Vizir 


ſubmitted to theſe Reaſons, and went with the 
Cham to the Sultan, who, conformable to this Ad- 
vice preſently ſent for Muſſub. This preſump- 
tuous Chief of Rebels, as ſoon as he was come to 
Court, with a Pomp and Equipage equal to that of 
a Pacha of three Tails, had the Caftan laid on, and 
declared Kiaia of the Janizaries. Then returni 
triumphant to his Palace, he was congratulated by 
his Brethren, and other vile Adorers of his For- 
tune, who told him, That this Charge was ſtill be- 
low his Merits, and that he might aſpire to the moſt 
eminent Poſts. 

Tr1s Difficulty being removed, the Rebels aſſem- 
bled again, and renewed their firſt Project of ſeeing 
Patrona Capitan Pacha, Muſlub Aga of the Jani- 
Zaries, and the Aga of the Janizaries Grand Vizir. 
By this Means, ſaid they, we Hall abſolutely be 
Maſters ; and indeed they had reaſon to think fo; 
For they had in their Cabal and at their Devotion 
ſeveral Doctors of the Law, of great Authority; 
among others Zulali-zade, Kadilesker of Aſia, as 
alſo Abdullah Effendi, whom we mentioned before. 
With Reſpect to the Grand Signor, added they, we 
ſhall do what wwe pleaſe ; for be not being experienced, 
coll be afraid of us, and will grant whatever we de- 
fire, ſince without us, perbaps, he might have reſted in 
Priſon all his Lifetime. But whether they thought 
if required time to conſider about the Execution of 
this Project, or whether they had taken to other 
Ideas, they kept this Conference very ſecret. Ne- 
vertheleſs the Court, as has been faid, labouring to 
deliver themſclves from a ſhameful Yoke which 
theſe Traitors would impoſe upon them, determin'd 
to take a ſpeedy and ſingular Vengeance; * 
; | Cham 
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Cham of the Tartars, vexed that on ſeveral Occa- 
fions Patrond's and his Companions Advice ſhould 
prevail more than his, was the chief Promoter 
thereof. | | *% 
-  ABouT the fame Time Gianum-Coggia arrived at 
Conſtantinople, who, as exaſperated againſt this Rab- 
ble as the Cham, excited the Sultan anew to cut off 
theſe Mutineers. The Sultan very ingenuouſly ac- 
knowledged his Fears, and told him, That he ap- 
 prehended the Rebels were chiefly —_— by the 
Troops, and that by putting it to an Iſſue, the City 
might be plunged into the greateſt Confuſion. My 
Lord, replied Gianum Coggia, with an Air of a 
brave Soldier, as ſoon as you have defeated the Ring- 
leaders of the Rebellion, you will find none that will 
dare to lift up his Head. On the other Hand, a vigo- 
rous Aclion is neceſſary for ſecuring your Throne, and 
would be very agreeable to your People, who ſuffer a 
great deal of Uneaſineſs by ſeeing themſelves expoſed 
every Day to the Outrages of theſe frantick Rebels. 
In fine, lis the only means to eftabliſh your Reputa- 
tion among Strangers, who have their Eyes on the Be- 
ginning of your Reign, and who will have no Efteem 
for your Perſon, if you don't behave with a neceſſary 
Vigour, to bear down the Rebels that oppoſe your Au- 
thority. Theſe Words being pronounced with 
great Fervency, made ſuch an Impreſſion on the 
Sultan, that he ſwore he would obſerve whatever 
he and the Cham of the Tartars ſhould judge neceſ- 
fary in the Situation he found himfelf in. 

On the 21ſt, Gianum-Coggia, whom the Grand- 
Signor had already named Capitan-Pacha, came 
to the Arſenal, where he received the Compliments 
of all the Sea- Officers, but without the Diſcharge 
of Canons, becauſe he had deſired them to diſpenſe 


with doing him that Honour. 
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In the mean time the Rebels diſcovered the Go- 
vernment to be jealous of them, and reflecting upon 
the tragical Ends which; the Authors of former 
Rebellions had undergone, thought they could not 
eſcape the like Fate: They therefore ſhewed a De- 
ſire to be employed againſt ſome foreign Power, by 


this means to be under Covert, and always capable 


of maintaining their Power. The Sultan, ac- 
quainted with their Intentions, made uſe of their 
own Projects to ſurpirze them, and feigned to de- 
clare War againſt the Muſcovites. To this End he 
called a Divan at the Vizir's, on Thurſday the 23d 
of November, 1730, at which the Chief Perſons of 
the State aſſiſted, and ſeveral Rebels were preſent. 
The War againſt Muſcovy was propoſed, but their 
Opinions were divided, and Patrona had a very 
ſmart Debate with the Cham of the Tartars. 1 
know, ſays Patrona, that our Affairs grow worſe and 
worſe in Perſia, becauſe the Muſcovites are continu- 
ally aiding the Perſians. My Advice therefore is to 
declare War againſt them, and that, to revenge the 


ſhedding ſo much Blood of Muſelmen as they have been 


the Cauſe of, a powerful Army ſhould be ſent againſt 
them, and the Tartars, on their Side, ſhould invade 
the Country of theſe Inf.dels, in order to ravage it, and 


10 carry their Inhabitants Priſoners. I think it alſo 


proper that the Grievances ſhould be redreſſed which. 
are occaſioned by the Pacha's upon the Frontiers, 
who inſtead of taking Care of their Troops, and trea- 
ting the Fanizaries as their Children and the mean 
Support of the Monarchy, treat them ill, and keep their 
Pay, eit her to appropriate tt to themſelves, or to gratif 

their Creatures, He held ſeveral unmeaſured Dit- 
courſes more, without pay ing the leaſt Regard to 
thoſe which compoſed the Council. Nevertheleſs 


every one kept ſilent, and deplored in ſecret the 


Danger of the State, and the bad Hands it was 
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like to fall into. Bur, as he took to his firſt Plan 
of ſending Deſtruction to Muſcovy, and even pro- 
poſed the arreſting of *the Refident, the Cham 
of the Tartars, quite tired with fo much Imperti- 
nence, and 1 no body that dared to make 
Remonſtrances, ſpoke to him in the following 
Manner: You that talk ſo much of War, do you 
know what it is? For what Reaſon would you have 
his Highneſs declare it againſt the Muſcovites ? I be- 


lieve you are ignorant of the Peace which we have 


with them, and that it is not permitted to break it 
without juſt Pretences. Before a Reſolution is taken 
upon a Point of that Importance, one ſhould be aſſured 
of a great many Things which you advance here without 
any Proofs ; after that one may deliberate more ma- 
turely upon what is moſt beneficial and moſt honour- 
able for the State, with regard to War or Peace. 
Theſe are Things not poſſible to be decided in a Moment, 
as you demand. Again, which Way would you pene- 
trate into Muſcovy? The ſame Way, replied Pa- 
trona, as we have done at other Times, We on one fide 
and you of Pother. Softly, replied the Cham, At 
other Times we went through Poland, becauſe we 
were at War with them; but at preſent as we are 
Friends, is it juſt to carry Deſolation to a People that 
gives us no room to complain of. Don't you know 
that it is ruining a Country, to lead an Army of 100,000 
Tarcars through it. So much the better, replied Pa- 
trona, *Tis after this Manner I lite to make War. 
And J alſo, as well as my Subjects, replied the 
Cham: If we conſulted no more than our own Inte- 
reſts, we ſhould have nothing to wiſh for but War: 
This is our true Element, and the Source of all our 
Riches ; for, from the Time that Peace dries up this 
Source, we that are ſhut up in the Crim, 4 
Country barren and without Commerce, fall directly 
into Miſery, But we know how to ſuffer, and to ſa- 

criſice 
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erifice our private Intereſt to Fuſtice. Before People 
tate to Arms, they ſhould firſt conſider, tbas they may 
not have Cauſe to repent of it afterwards. Theſe are 
not trifling Affairs, to be determined in two or three 
Aſſemblies. I find this Aſſembly, replied Patrona, 
too numerous, and I did not think to meet ſo many Peo- 
ple. I thought the Council would have been compoſed 
only of you, of Muſluh, the Aga of the Fanixaries, 
and a few other Perſons ; but for the future, if you 
pleaſe, we muſt order it ſo, otherwiſe it will be impoſſible 
to keep any thing ſecret, and the Infidels will ſoon be 
acquainted with all our Deliberations. When matters 
of Importance are brought upon the Stage, replied the 
Cham, *tis a wiſe Maxim to hold numerous Aſſe-nblies, 
the better to conſider upon the Subject, and *tis no leſs 
prudent to call the Doctors of the Law to aſſiſt, be- 
cauſe they being Perſons more inſtructed than others,” 
and even the Diſtributers of Fuſtice, the Reſolutions 
taken by their Advice are the more equitable, and the 
Succeſs more depending : But when they are excluded 
from Councils, and the Intereſt of the State lies only in 
the Hands of two or three Perſons, it often bappens 
that Things fall out as you have ſeen them under the 
Miniſter Ibrahim Pacha, who becauſe he would go- 
vern the State by his own Underſtanding, and that of 
his two Kinſmen, had almoſt ruined the Empire; for 
the Puniſhment of which Preſumption, Cod has per- 
mitted that after ſuffering an ignominious Death they 
have had no other Burial than that of dead Dogs: An 
Example ſo recent and ſo terrible ought to caution you 
to take other Steps, and not to abandon yourſelf to your 
own Councils, But if you continue on the ſame Foot, 


T declare that I fhall pray bis Highneſs to ſend me 
back to Bourſe to live there in Peace, and not be a 
Witneſs of the Aſſaſſinations that daily are committed 
without Impunity, This Council being over with- 
out concluding upon * Thing, the Deciſion of

Dian is held, 
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this Aﬀair was put off to another Divan, which was 
to be held in the Preſence of the Sultan, and which 
was fixed for Saturday, the 25th of November. | 

AFTER the Aﬀembly was broke up, they were 
ſo enraged to ſee Patrona, Muſlub, and the Aga of 
the Janizaries make themſelves Maſters of the prin- 
cipal Poſts in the Government, that they took the 
laſt Reſolution to exterminate the Rebels. Ibrahim 
Pacha, ſince ſirnamed Cuba-Culac, of whom we ſhall 
ſpeak hereafter, was the Man who formed the Project 
which was here to be made uſe of. He had been 


in Diſgrace under the late Miniſtery, which ſent for 


him from Cairo to give an Account of a certain 
Mehemet Pacha, firſt Vizir, and afterwards Governor 
of Cairo, to whom this Ibrahim was Kiaia. It was 
a Happineſs for him that the Revolution in the 
Government broke out, for by that Means he did 
not only ſave his Life, which his greateſt Enemy 
Mebemet Kiaia was conſpiring againſt, but put him 
likewiſe in the Way to obtain after the Rebellion 
the Charge of Capigilar Kiaia * of the Grand Sig- 
nor, and to raiſe himſelf afterwards to the Dignity 
of Grand Vizir. Ibrahim, to whom his former Poſt 
in the Government of Cairo (where Seditions are 
frequent) had afforded ſome Experience in Affairs 
of this Nature, ſuggeſted to the Sultan the Man- 
ner after which he might deſtroy the Rebels; and 
the Project ſucceeded to his Wiſhes. 

Trex Day after the firit Council, Patrona went 
to the Arſenal to viſit OCianum- Coggia, under Pretext 
of congratulating him on his new Dignity, but 
with no other Reſolution than to ſeek his Ruin. 
This Officer, as cunning as Patrona, but more pru- 
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* Is the Lieutenant General of the Capigies, who, together 
with the Capigi Bachi, ſerves as Maſler of the Ceremonſes when a 
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dent than he, received him in an extraordinary hõ- 


nourable Manner, and both entertain'd each other a- 
bove two Hours with reciprocal: Demonſtrations of 


Eſteem. When the Rebel left the Arſenal, in order 
to return, he embarked in a Saique of three pair 


of Oars only, accompanied by ſix Perſons, which 
compoſed his whole Court. At'his Departure, the 
Concourſe of People was ſo extraordinary that he 
was carried to his Saique through the Crowd, among 
which he ordered a handful of Sequins to be thrown, 
as he had done at his Arrival; and it was remark'd 
that, contrary to his Cuſtom, he wore that Day a 
ſort of half-Boots, ſuch as the Sea-Officers were 
uſed to wear. 

THz ſame Day, which was on a Friday, the 
Grand Signor -came to the Moſque of Tophana to 
Prayers, and from thence went to the Foundery. 
At his landing he was ſaluted by a Diſcharge of the 
Artillery; after which he went the Back-way to 
Pera, and dined at the Seraglio of the Itch- 
Oglans “; and it was believed that in returning he 
paſſed through the Borough: But when the Sultan 
was ready to put himſelf upon the March, the flat - 
tering Courtiers repreſented to him, that the great- 
eſt Part of theſe Streets being inhabited by Infidels, 
the Sight of them might be of a bad Preſage 
to him ; he therefore changed his Deſign and re- 
turned the ſame Way which he was come, after hav- 
ing diſtributed 5000 PiaftersÞ to the Inhabitants of

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that Seraglio, and after having taken into his Service 
ſuch of their Children as were handſome, and pro- 
miſed well. | 5 * 
Wuirsr the Sultan with the greateſt Part of his 
Court was returning to his Seraglio, ſo peaceably 
that one would have believed there had never. been 
a Rebellion in Conſtantinople, the Cham of the Tar- 
tars, the Grand Vizir, the Mufti, Gianum-Coggia, 
together with ſome other Miniſters privately mer 
together, pronounced Sentence of Death againſt the 
Rebels, and every one prepared himſelf for the Ex- 
ecution of the Deſign which had been formed, 
The firſt Difficulty that ſtarted was, what Perſons 
to intruſt with this tragical Commiſſion. The 
Capitan Pacha had propoſed to make uſe of the 
Leventis; but it was conſidered that the greateſt 
Part of the Rebels being Janizaries, it would raiſe 
an implacable Hatred between theſe two Bodies of 
Troops: At laſt, after having weighed all the diffe- 
rent Parties, it was agreed to give this Commiſſion 
to the Boſtangis and other Domeſticks of the Serag- 
he, and this the rather, becauſe there were ſeveral 
Inſtances that they had been made uſe of upon the 
like Occaſions. | 

On the 25th, every thing being ready for Exe- 
cution, the Sultan ſent to invite Patrona, Muſlub, 
and the Aga of the Janizaries, to repair to the Se- 
raglio, where the Conferences ſhould be continued 
which had been open'd the 23d. They came ac- 
cordingly, about Eleven o'Clock, followed by 26 
Perſons, who ſtayed in the firſt Court; but the 
Chiels were introduc'd into the inner Parts of the 
Palace, and render'd themſelves in the Chamber 
called Sunnec Odaſh *, where they found the 
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Cham of the Tartars, the Mufti, the Grand Vizir, 
Gianum-Coggia, the two Kadileskers, the Stambol 
Effendi, and a great many belonging to the Law, 
all ſeated upon Sopha's according to their Rank; 
the Rebels alſo placed themſelves according to 
their Degree: And tho? a great Number of Officers, 
of Capigies, Boſtangies, and other ſuch People 
were in the ſame Chamber, they had not the leaft 
Suſpicion of the Cataſtrophe that threater'd them: 
For it being not allowed to any one that is admitted 
into Council to take his Domeſtick into the Cham- 
ber, the Aſſembly is ſerved by thoſe of the Sultan's; 
and in Regard to the great Number of Perſons that 
were in Council, that of the Grand Signor's Do- 
meſticks ſeem'd neither ſuſpectful nor extraor- 
dinary. | 
As ſoon they had enter'd the Grand Signor's 
Apartments, Orders were given to ſhut all the 
Gates of the Seraglio: The Indifference with which 
they were treated, and what was alledg'd for the 
Delay of opening the Council, made the Rebels 
ſoon ſuſpect there was ſome Trick put upon them. 
In the mean while, after every one had plac'd 
himſelf, the Grand Vizir, addreſſing himſelf to 
Patrona, His Highneſs, ſays he, makes you Beglier- 
bey“ of Romelia, and gives you the Command of 
30,000 Men, with which you are to go and to join 
Achmet Pacha of Babylon, to act in Concert with 
him againſt the Perſians. Then, turning himſelf to- 
wards Muſlub and the Aga of the Jamzaries, he 
told the firſt, That the Grand Signor made him Beg- 
lierbey of Natolia, and gave him the Command of a 
Body of Troops; and the ſecond; That be was made 
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Pacha 0 three Tails *. Addreſſing himſelf at laſt 


to Zulati-zade Kadilesker of Afa, and to Abdellab 
Effendi ; The Sultan, he ſaid to them, preſents you 


it h one Tail each, The Vizir had no ſooner left 


off ſpeaking, but Muſtapha Aga, of whom we 


ſhall ſpeak afterwards, cry*d with a loud Voice, 


To exterminate the Enemies bf the Emperor and the 


Empire. In that Moment, more than Thirty Per- 
ſons with Sabres in Hand, flung themſelves upon 


Patrons and the two other Chiefs of the Rebels, and 


maſſacred them before they had time to recover 


- 


 Pzrnays ſome will be aftoniſh'd to think that 


Puatrona, cunning as he was, ſhould be ſo impru- 


dent as to venture himfelf into the Seraglio without 
Arms, and with ſo ſmall a Train; whereas before 


he uſed to be provided with a Sabre and Piſtols, 


and always a hundred of his Camerades to accom- 
pany him. But this Surprize will ſoon vaniſh, if 


what is given out be true; viz. That the Grand 


Vizir, the better to enſnare Patrona, had acquainted 
him particularly, that having Matters of the high- 
eſt Importance to propoſe to the Council, and ac- 


knowledging that the laſt Aſſembly, as he himſelf 
then had obſerved, had been too numerous; he 
therefore deſired to bring but few Perſons with 


him; to the End that the Secrets of the State might 
not be divulg'd to the Infidels. This, it is ſaid, 


was the Reaſon that Patrona, full of Confidence 


that the Vizir was of his Sentiment, left even his 
few Followers 1n the firſt Court, and came provided 
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This is only a Title of Honour, without Profit. There are 
Pacha's of Three, Two, and One Tail; thoſe of Three Tails are 


the moſt diſtinguzſh'a, The Sultan has Seven, and the Grand 


Vizit Five Tails. : 
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his Furr Gown, which however did not do him the 


leaſt Service; for Muſtapha Aga ſeeing him liſt 
his Hand to graſp for it, ſoon diſabled him from 


doing any Miſchief, in cutting his Arm by a 
heavy — of a Sabre. As to Muſſub, likewiſe 
without Arms and Defence, he was contented to 
wrap himſelf up in his rich Furrs, and ſuffer'd him- 
ſelf to be maſlacred without making the ln *

As ſoon as theſe principal Rebels were 

they flung their Bodies in the Court which is 
fore the Chamber call'd Sunnec Odaſh, and a 


in Purſuit of the 26 Perſons which had accompanied 8 


them. Tis ſaid, that the Vizir ſent em Word, 
that before their Chiefs would be preſented wich 
Furr Gowns, each of them ſhould have a Caftan 
given him: But, under a Pretext of performing the 
Ceremony with the more Decency, they were ad- 
mitted Four and Four ; and as theſe Wretches 
entered the ſecond Court, they had their Throats 


cut, About half an Hour — ſome of the reſt 


finding none of their Companions return, began 
to miſtruſt, and thought of ſaving themſelves, 
but the Gates being all ſhut, they were inveſted 
and maſlacred like the others, 

In the mean Time, the Rumour being ſpread that 
the Chiefs of the Rebels had been a great While in 
the Seraglio, and that the Gates thereof wer ſhut, 
this rowſed ſome of their Party to haſten with 
great Precipitation and Murmuring to the Place: 
But, all the Gates having been open'd juſt before 


their Arrival, this Folks, which before had ſo much 


Eraved, as ſoon as they ſaw the Carts, loaden with 
the Cadavers of their Companions, were ſeized with 
Fear, and ran away in ſuch Hurry, that the moſt 


"IF of chem left their Horſes behind. All the dead Bo-

with-no other Arms than a ſmall Knife hid nad 
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dies being afterwards expoſed in the Streets, there 

gathered an infinite Number of People to examine 
them, but eſpecially that of Patrona: However, 
they did not lie there above Two Hours be- 
fare they were thrown into the Sea, from a juſt 
Fear that fo tragical a Spectacle might be of dan- 
gerous Conſequences, and that the Rebels, who 
| fil were in great Number, might excite a freſh 
Inſurrection, by the favour thereof to evade a fatal 
Death, of which they counted themſelves as guilty 
as thoſe Wretches had been whoſe Remains they 
had ſeen: And really, there were ſome of the Re- 
bels at Beſeſtein who would make the Merchants 
ſhut their Shops; but they did not ſucceed : for 
the Grand Vizir who had prevented every thing, 
had ſent a Catcherif to the Kiaia of Beſeſfein , by 
which it was declared Death to any one that ſhould 
ſhut his Shop, or cauſe it to be ſhut, upon what 
Account ſoever., 
Ir is reported, that the imaginary Gifts which 
the Grand Vizir offer*d to Patrona, to Muſtub, and 
to the Aga of the Janizaries, have been the Signals 
of their Ruin: But, becauſe ſome may not appre- 
hend, how what the Vizir ſaid to Zulali-zade and 
ro Aldollah Effendi ¶ That his Hig hneſs made them 
likewi'e a Preſent of One Tail) could preſage their 
Deſtiny, it will not be improper to explain this E- 
nigmatical Expreſſion. 

Tux Lawyers in the Ottoman Empire are in ſuch 
Veneration, that the Sultans themſelves ſhew them 
extraordinary Reſpect, and there are very few In- 
ſtances of their having been put to Death. Thus, 
tho? ſeveral of them which here are ſpoke of, had 
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Is an Officer who has the Inſpection over the Merchants, and 
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been the Authors of the Rebellion, and had de- 
ſerved: the laſt Puniſhment, Mahmoud: nevertheleſs 
would notdiſhonour their Character, but thought | = 
himſelf obliged, firſt to ſtrip them, that afterwards a 
he might be at Liberty to avenge himſelf. This 
he did in giving One Tail to each, which was pro- | 
perly the Mark of their Degradation; for it was 1 
inconſiſtent to beſtow this Honour, which belong: þ 
ed to Military Men, upon ſuch as lived by the 
Law. By the Favour of this Alteration, the Sul- 
tan did not make himſelf the leaſt Scruple to take 
their Lives away, as ſoon as they ſhould have ac- 
cepted of this Honour. Some, perhaps, concluded 
that the Sultan ſhould have order'd to kill them 
upon the Spot, with the reſt in the Council: But, 
the Remains of the Regard for their former Dig- 
nity, and the Preſence of their ancient Brethren, 
oblig'd him to take another Road. As ſoon there- 
fore as the Grand Vizir had given them the fatal 
Sign of their new Dignity, they were carried to the 
Priſon of Boſtangi-Bachi, where they found ſeveral 
Perſons of the late Miniſtery, ſent there by the 
Rebels. Abdollah Effendi, whom the Approaches 
of Death did not make a Bit the wiſer, ſeeing the 
Voivade of Galata among theſe Priſoners, Thou haſt 
well eſcap'd it, ſaid he to him: We had à Fancy to. 
ſend thee ſhortly to another World. Thou art happy, 
becauſe we are prevented. I care ſo little for living, 
anſwered the Voivade, that I ſhould bave been 
contented with, provided I could ſtain my grey Beard 
in thy Blood. This Converſation would not have 
ended ſo, had they not been interrupted by thoſe 
who came to conduct the Two degraded Effendis 
to a Galley, where they were ſtrangled and thrown.

Thanks for having deliver'd the State of ſuch per- 


fidious Traitors, offer'd Sacrifices of Sheep. His 
_ Highneſs commanded at the ſame time to ſize all 
the Complices which they could find, to the End 
that they might undergo the ſame Puniſhment; 
and in three: Days time there periſh*d by different 

- kinds of Death, yooo Perſons. There were til! 
Seven of the moſt notorious, who fled to the Cham 
of the Zartars; and this Prince granted their 
Lives, not ſo much from an Effect of his Com- 
Mon for them, as to conſerve to his Palace the 
tolable Right of an Azile: But he took after- 
wards the Precaution to ſet Guards to all his Gates, 
that they ſhould not for the future abuſe his 
uity, and make his Houſe ſerve for a Retreat 
of theſe Scelerates. 5 0 28 
Tux Sultan Mabmoud, ſtill more ready to reward 
the Good than to puniſh the Evil, conferred that 
the Poſt of the Aga of the Janizaries upon 
Cofein Oglu Abdellab Pacha of Nizza, and at the 
fame time created him Pacha of three Tails, to 
make him a Man of the more Credit, inſtead that 
under the former Miniſtery the Aga's of the Jani- 
zaries were never Pacha's but of two Tails, pur- 
ſely to lefſen their Authority. Cianum- Coggia 
1imſelf who was come to be made Capitan Pacha, 
commanded no more than two Tails; but the Sul- 
tan, to ſhew the Satisfaction which he had of his 
good Councils, added a third to them. Muſtapba 
Aga, of whom we have promiſed to ſay ſomething, 
received likewiſe Marks of his Highneſs's Favours. 
This Officer, formerly known by the Name of Peti- 
van, that is to ſay Wreſtler (becauſe his Addreſs and 
Strength in Wreſtling and other bodily Exerciſes 
had laid the Foundation towards his Fortune) had 


in his younger Years been a Creature of the _ 
0 
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of the Tartars now reigning, who afterwards "prov 
cured him an Officer's Place among the Janizaries; 
and was now a Captain of the 17th Company. As 
ſoon as the Sedition broke out, Pelivas fled to 
Bourſe to his old Maſter, to the end that he might 
not involve himſelf in the Diſorders that were g6- 
ing to be committed. Being returned to the Court 
with the Cham, this Prince preſented him to the 
Sultan, as à faithful Subject, and of experienced 
Force, Tis ſaid that it was him who was cha 
with publiſhing the Order for maſſacring the Re- 
bels; likewiſe that it was he who ſtruck the firſt 
Blow and cut Patrona's Arm. His Highneſs, to 
make a Return for his Service, and more eſpecially 
to ſhew the Eſteem he had for him, on Account of 
the good Character which the Cham had given him, 
made him Kiaia of the Janizaries, in the room of 
Mieſlub. His Modeſty at firſt made him refuſe 
this Dignity, ſaying, That be wanted both Age and 
Merit to fill ſuch a diſtinguiſhed Poſt., and that -this 
Elevation might expoſe him to the Fealouſy and Exvy 
of the other Officers that were more deſerving, than him: 
But the Sultan, without hearing his Reaſons, 
commanded him to obey ; which he alſo did, 
after having thanked his Highneſs for theſe great 
Favours, N our 
On the 26th, the Sultan ſent Catcherifs to all the 
Chiefs of the Militia's, to acquaint them with his 
happy Succeſs, and to give them Orders to ſee their 
Soldiers obſerve an exact Diſcipline. Theſe Orders 
were accompanied by conſiderable Sums, of which 
his Highneſs made Preſents to all the different Bo- 
dies of Troops; viz. 50,000 Piaſters to the Jani- 
zaries; 30,000 to the Topies; and 35,000 to the 
Gebegies, The Troops tranſported at the Generoſity 
of their Prince, fell a-praying for his Proſperity 
and Conſervation ; and that Day every Body in 
Conſtan- 
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Conſtantinople rejoyced, except the Rebels, of which 
a great number were taken, and who did not ſur- 
vive many Hours: Among theſe, the unhappy 


SGianati had his Head cut off, as a Puniſhment for 


his Impudence, in having aſpired to be Prince of 


Moldavia, by Force, and againſt the Pleaſure of 


the Grand Signor. Thus Patrona's Prophetical 
Queſtion was verified, when he asked him, I betber 
be ſhould not be ſorry to live longer than himſelf ; for 
they died within a Day of one another.. 

On the 27th, the principal Miniſters,” and the 
Head Officers of the Troops, made it their whole 
Application to redouble their Queſt after- the reft 
off. the Rebels: To this End they placed every 
where ſtrong Guards, and patrol'd thro' all the 
Streets, above all Things to hinder the Combuſtion 
with which they remembred that Patrona had often 
threatened them, when he uſed to ſay, If ever they 
ſhould attempt to kill bim, he would have the four 
Quarter of Conſtantinople ſet on Fire: To effect this 
with more Succeſs, he had put in all the publick 
Bagnio's ſuch Perſons as were entirely devoted to 
him, and the moſt of their Servants were from A- 
bama, like himſelf: Moreover, there were a great 
many of this Nation all over the Town, and they 
ſnewed an Air of Fierceneſs and Rebellion, which 
went even ſo far that thoſe who were buying any 


thing of them, or had Occaſion for their Service, 


were obliged to pay double for; and what was ſtill 
more, they aſſumed the threatning Air of Patrona, 


. whoſe Proſperity had blinded them to that Degree, 


that every one of them believed to make his For- 


tune by his Means. Butas ſoon as he was dead, 


theſe People, before ſo boaſting, became at once 
humble, and, filled with Fear and Apprehenſions, 
would hardly venture themſelves into the Streets; 
for the Grand Vizir cauſed a great many to be kil- 


led 
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led, and others cruelly cudgel'd for lighter 
Crimes, that they might not ſo ſoon forget the Au- 
thors of their chimerical Fortunes, and their real 
Misfortunes. n 51 


Os the 28th of November, all thoſe Perſons of 


the former Miniſtery that remained ſtill in Priſon, 
were ſet at Liberty, paying ſome eaſy Fines that 
were laid upon them; and the Grand Signor, re- 
nouncing all Severities, and reſolved to fill the 
Ears of the People with his Clemency, granted a 
general Pardon to all ſuch as ſtill might be accuſed 
of having contributed to the Troubles of the State 
upon this Condition however, that ſuch of the Re- 
bels as had perſiſted in the Sedition till the End 
thereof, ſhould have their Lives ſaved, and be 
baniſhed for ever, to what Places his Highneſs 
ſhould think fit to proſcribe them.  - 
Bur, notwithſtanding the new Sultan's Inclination 
to Clemency, the Grand Vizir, either to prevent 
the like Inſurrection, or to put himſelf forwards by 
a great Affectation of Zeal and Vigilance over his 
Maſter, applied himſelf in diſcovering the reſt of 
the Rebels; and all ſuch as could be laid hold of, 
were directly flung into the Sea, partly in the Port 
of Conſtantinople, partly near the Caſtles that are 
upon the Channel of the Black Sea; fo that during 
one or two Months, the Boſphorus was continually 
covered with Cadavers, agitated at the Pleaſure of 
Winds and Waves. | 
Tais Inquiry after the Rebels, which was begun 
by the Grand Vizir Mebemet Pacha, was with ſtill 
more Rigour continued by {brahim ſurnamed Caba- 
Culac, who had the ſhrewdneſs to cauſe Mebemet 
to be depoſed, and himſelf nominated Grand Vizir 
in his Place, January the 22d, 1731. This Ibra- 
him, in great Favqur with the Sultan, on account 
of the Succeſs of his Project for reducing the 
ä Rebels, 


e 
Rebels, had for his Service been rewarded with 


the Dignity of a Pacha of Three Tails, and 


the Government of Aleppo; but, in View of be- 
coming Grand Vizir himſelf, he delay'd his De- 


| parture from Day to Day; and Mebemet who had 


ted into ſome of the Intrigues that were 


formed to his Prejudice, could by no means prevail 


upon him to depart for his Government, but had 


the Mortification to ſee [hrahim declared Grand 


Vizir, by the Intereſt of the Kiſlar Aga, and him- 
ſelf ſent to Aleppo in his Place. Ibrahim being thus 
inveſted with this high Poſt, he had a Mind to for- 
ward himſelf in his Maſter's Favours, by an extra- 
ordinary Attention to him, in diſcovering Rebels ; 
of which he caus'd a very great Number to be 
kill'd, and among which a great many Innocent 
ones did periſh. . | 

Bur this great Rigour, inſtead of obliterating the 
odious Name of Rebels, ſerved only to create 
a new Sedition ; For thoſe that had conceal'd them- 
ſelves, and who knew the Pains which the new 
Vizir took to diſcover and to deſtroy them ; more- 
over, being in Deſpair of ſaving their Lives, unleſs 
by the Favour of a new Commotion, they ſoon 
excited new Troubles, and the Diſpoſition of 
the People eaſily furniſhed them with an Occaſion. 
The new Janizaries were not a little diſſatisfied that 
the Grand Vizir and the Aga of the Janizaries 
would, according to Cuſtom, make thoſe ſerve a 
Campaign without Pay that had enroPd them- 
ſelves at the Coronation of Mahmoud, to take the 
Advantage of the ordinary Preſent ; they likewiſe 


were exaſperated for ſeeing their Privileges violated 


in the Perſon of Patrona and his Companions, 
which, as has becn related, had been publickly 
maſlacred in the Divan, and whoſe Remains had 
been expoſed at the Gates of the Seraglio, * the

View of every body: For, one of the Privileges 


of the Janizaries is, That if any one of them is 


found guilty of Death, he is to be deliver'd to the 

-Oda-Bachi, who is to ſce him ſtrapgled ſecretly, 
and thrown into the Sea. Or if, to make an Ex-

-, Besrpxs this, the Murmurings which were among 

the diſcontented People, on account of Provifions 

going at a very high Rate, and even dearer than in 


the preceding Miniſtery; The Sholes of Vagabonds, 


come to Conſtantinople from all the Quarters of the 
Empire, and enroled in the different Bodies of the 
Militia, without Employment, and only waiting 
for a favourable Opportunity to exerciſe their 
Rapine; The Efforts of the depoſed Sultan's 
Partiſans, who, either to ſhew their Attachment to 
him, or for their particular Intereſt ſake, were en- 
deavouring to raiſe the Troops in his Favour: All 
this, I ſay, was a certain Preſage of a new Rebellion. 
In themean time, whether the Court knew nothing 
of theſe Diſpoſitions, or that they lighted them, 
the Grand Vizir took no Meaſures at all to prevent 
their Effects, | 

By a ſecret Correſpondence which ſeveral Rebels 
had with one another, they had agreed to meet all 
ina Body in a certain Quarter of Conſtantinople. On 
the 24th of March 1731. in the dead of the Night, 
ſome Gebegies and Janizaries afſembled in a tumul- 
tuous Manner at Et Meidan, and having detached 
2 Party about Six o'Clock in the Evening to Sarſſi 
a Place where the Gun-ſmiths keep Shops and dea 
in Armours, they forced open all the Doors, com- 
mitted every thing to Pillage, and diſtributed the 


Arms to thoſe that came on every ſide to join them. 
55 M Another 
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Another ſtrong Party; compoſed of Janizaries only, 
_ - marched directly to the Aga's Palace; and finding 

the Gates open (it being in the Lent of Ramazan“, 
at which Time the Turks have the Cuſtom to be up 
all Night) they entred and penetrated as far as to 

the Apartment of that Officer, whom they intended 
to ſurprize and to kill. Notwithſtanding this ſudden 
Attack, the Aga hearing their firſt Noiſe, broke 
up immediately, with a Sabre in his Hand; and 
fighting his Way thro' the Rebels, favoured at the 
ſame time by the Darkneſs of the Night, he found 

Means to fave himſelf with a few of his Family, 
through a By-Door, after having received a Muſ- 
ket Shot in his left Arm, which however did but 
lightly wound him. While they were pillaging 
the Palace, the Aga went to the Vizir, and both 
' repaired to the Sultan, to give him Notice of this 
new Inſurrection. Having made their Report, the 
Sultan immediately ſent to the Mufti, the Capitan 
Pacha, and the other principal Miniſters, Officers, 
and Members of the Law, to deliberate what was 
beft to do in this Affair, and the Reſult of the 
. Council was, To aſſemble that Night all the Forces 
they poſſibly could get, to be in a Condition to at- 
tack the Rebels at the break of Day. The Sultan 
Mahmoud offer'd to head his Houſhold Troops him- 
ſelf ; but having the Danger of this Step repreſen- 
ted to him, and above all, that his Uncle Achmet, 
tho* . Priſoner, might make Advantage of his Ab- 
f:ace, he yielded to theſe Reaſons ; and having re- 
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Is properly the Lent of the Turi, which they obſerve an en- 
tire Month long, and which changes every Year. During this 
whole Month, which has Thirty Days, the Turks neither eat nor 
drink from Morning to Evening ; but to be even again, they eat 
21] Night long, without Diſtinction of Fleſh ; and their Head 
Officers keep open Table all night long, to all Comers. 
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. ſeryed a Party of his Guard for his on Security, 
he ſent the reſt r the Leventies, the Spa- 


his, and all ſuch as offered themſelves volun- 
tarily. The Rebels at Ef- Meidan had already in- 
creaſed to the Number of Three or Four 2 
with Thirteen or Fourteen Cauldrons, which they 
had carried out of the Chambers of the e 
at their Return from the Aga's Palace. © 
Tux Terror and Agitation in which Conftanting: 
ple had been theſe Four or Five Months, and the 
Horror with which this new Rebellion preſented 
itſelf, filled every one with ſuch Indignation that 
all the Inhabitants, from the leaſt to the biggeſt, 
were reſolved to meet the Rebels, and in the Mor- 
ning an infinite Number of People appeared at the 
Gate of the Seraglio, ſome with Fire-Arms, ſome 
with nothing but Sticks. The Throng was fo 
great, that not only the wide Place before the Se- 
raglio, but alſo all the adjacent Streets were filled; 
ſo that the Gate of the Seraglio being opened, and 
the Grand Vizir ſet out with the Standard of Ma- 
homet, all marched undauntedly againſt the Rebels. 
To attack them with Succeſs, the whole Flock 
was divided into two Parts, one commanded by the 
Grand Vizir and the Aga of the Janizaries, and 
the other by Gianum-Coggia General of the Seas: 
There are two Streets that border upon the Place 
3 the Rebels were; one of them was guarded 
the Grand Vizir with the Standard of the Pro- 
i and the other by the Capitan-Pacha : Both 
theſe Officers having met with ſome Rebels which 
were going to join others, they killed ſeveral, and 
put the reſt to Flight. Then they advanced to- 
wards Et. Meidan, where they found the Rebels 
armed, and their Colours diſplayed; which they 
attacked with Vigour, and who defended themſelves 
with à great = of Courage. The Grand *

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and Capitan-Pacha, without minding the 1 7 r

expoſed: themſelves with a great Reſolution. 
Commiſſioner: General of the Cuſtom: houſe fell off 
his Horſe, and the Emir who carried the Standard * 
of the Prophet, was thrown dowh upon the Ground; 
and; had the Rebels made themſelves Mafters of this 
ſo much teſpefed Enſign, as they attempted to do, 
this Commotion would have become ſo general and 
ſo fatal to the preſent Sultan, as the ether was to 

his Predeceſſor: but the Emir roy happily. 
raiſed himſelf again, and ſhewn the Standard to the 
People, which (full of Zeal, and diſpoſed to ſuffer 


Martyrdom for the Defence of ſuch a reverend Sign) 


preſſed upon the Enemy again, the Rebels quitte 
Et. Meidan through another Gate, to fall upon the 
Rear of thoſe that attacked them; but the VIzir ſee - 
ing their Deſign, marched to come before them, 
and renewed the Battle. The Streets here being too 
narrow to give the People the Liberty to fall upon 
them all at once, and the Rebels continually ſhift- 
ing from Street to Street, they had the good For- 
tune to cauſe ſuch a great Confuſion, that being 
mixed with thoſe who purſued them, they began to 
peat among the contrary Party ; and after the Se- 
ditious had loſt a great many on their Side, ſeve- 


ral fled for Shelter to the Chambers ot the Janizaries, 


which ſtood quite open. | |

vour the Revolters, and that they wiſhed for no- 
thing ſo much as to ſee their Azyle violated, to 
the End that they might have a plauſible Pretext 
to take off the Maſque, and to plunge Conſtantinople 
again in Confuſion and Diſorder: They therefore 
contented themſelves with having killed a ſmall 
Number of the Seditious, and with having taken three 
Score of them, which they carried to the Seraglio 
there to be ſtrangled and e I into the Sea, af- 
ter they had diſcovered from them all they could 
concerning the Chiefs and the Motives of this Re- 
dellion. By theſe their Depoſitions they were in- 
formed, that there were three Janizaries at the 
Head of this Rebellion, beſides the Metter Bachi 
of the deceaſed Grand Vizir Drabim Pacha, who 
had not appeared fince the Death of his Patron, 
and who, after having himſelf bravely defended, 
was killed with his Companions in the Field of 
Bartle. | . 

Tur ſame Day, the Coffec-Houſes, Taverns 
and other publick Places were interdicted and ſnut 

: All the Wine-Houſes of the Grecians were 

1 ewiſe viſited ; and having broke their Casks, 
they let the Wine run into the Streets. At Pera, 
which is under the Protection of the Foreign Mi- 
niſters, they contented themſelves with locking the 
Taverns up, and ſetting the Seals upon them; but 
ſome Grecians were ſent to Priſon for ſelling Wine 
in that Borough. The Grand Vizir ſuſpended the 
Divan, to apply himſelf ſolely in the Deſtruction 
of che Rebels. He himſelf, and the Head Officers 
of the Troops, went Night and Day the Rounds 
6529 in 
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nn ſtrong Parties, which without Examination and 
without Delay ſtrangled all thoſe that fell into 
their Hands, and of which they pretended to have 
ſome Suſpicion. In this Manner died a great many 
innocent People, either accuſed by their Enemies, 
or maſſacred through the barbarous Avidity of the 
Soldiers, to which the Court had promiſed a certain 
Sum of. Money for each Head they ſhould bring; 
which excited them to kill the firſt Greet, Turk, 
or Armenian they met in the Streets. Theſe Exe- 
cutions filled the Town with ſuch general Fear, 
that every one, being in danger of his Life, ſhut 
himſelf up in his Houſe, and would not be ſeen for 
we me 03 erben, 1 ff 01 3 
O the 26th of March, there were no more than 
50D Rebels at Et-Meidan; but it was not long be- 
fore they increaſed to 3000 more, who diſperſed 
themſelves with their Colours through the City, to 
lift all ſuch as had a Mind to join them. More- 
oyer, they ſat Fire to three Places in the Town, 
where however it made no Progreſs at all, and diſ- 
appointed the Rebels, becauſe they hoped the Grand 
Vizit and other principal Miniſters of State would, 
according to Cuſtom, be buſy in aſſiſting at the 
Extinction thereof, that then they might execute 
their Deſign with the more Eaſe, of which the 
incipal was, to pillage Beſaſtein, where the Mer- 
chants of Conſtantinople, and other particular ones 
had ſent all their Riches to be depoſited; ſo that, 
to the Opinion of every body, if two or three 
Hours more had been neglected for diſperſing the 
Seditious, they would have made themſelves abſo- 
lute Maſters: of the whole Town. It was even 
feared that the Turks themſelves would ſuffer 
great Inſults, for in leſs than twelve Hours ſeveral 
Greeks; Jeus and Armenians had either been kill'd 
or abuſed; tho? formerly in the like Caſe 
U . een 
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been attack' d but ſuch as had ſhared in the Affairs 
of the State; from whence it might reaſonably be 
judg' d that theſe Rebels, having no Chief of Au- 
thority enough to keep them in Command, t 
had no Regard either to Strangers or to the Sultan's 
Subjects, of what Condition ſoever. 

IT was never rightly learned how many and of 
what Condition the real Authors of this Conſpira 
had been: *Tis only known that ſome Sultana's of 
ſmall Goyernments were accuſed of having had a 
Share in; and Mahmoud with his Council being 
about examining which could have been the Mo- 
tives, and therefore traced the Conduct of all ſuch 
who paſs'd for diſſatisfied about the Diſpoſition of 
Achmet, he had found certain Indices to ſuſ 
that Fatima *, Daughter of the laſt Sultan,” and 
Widow of the Grand Vizir 1brabim Pacha, had 
contributed more than any body beſides. Tis ſaid 
that this Princeſs, fully reſolv*d to re-eſtabliſh her 
Father, and to avenge the Death of her Spouſe, 
had made uſe of the Treafures which Mahmoud his 
Couſin had left him to enjoy, and corrupted the 
Janizaries, with the greateſt Part of the Officers. 
This Prince therefore removed her from her own 
Palace, and having permitted her to take away all her 
Jewels, and what elſe ſhe had of precious 'Thi 


ſhe had the old Seraglio aſſigned for her Reſidence, 


where ſhe remained till her Death, which happen'd 
few Months after, being carried off by the Plague: 
He confined at the fame time his Uncle Achmet the 
cloſer, ſetting a double Watch over him; till, 
convinc'd that he had not had the leaſt Concern in 


Her firſt Husband was the Grand Vizir Zin-Ali Pacha, ſlain 
in the Battle before Peter-Vardin, 1716; afterwards ſhe was mar-

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the Rebellion; he treated him with the former In- 
| leaving him all che Liberty which the 
ent Cuſtom in the Ottoman Empire can permit 
of, with Reſpect to its Prince. 
Bur, in ſpite of the laſt Procedures againſt the 
Rebels, and the Maſſacre that followed, and in 
ſpite of all the Precautions that had been taken, and 
were taken afterwards, as well in ſending the new 
Janizaries to the Frontier Garriſons, as in chaſing 
a great Number of Boſnians and Albanians from 
Conſtantinople, together with the Aſiatick Tranſports 
in the Confines of the Black Sea, who were nothing 
but ſo many Thiefs and Aſſaſſins by Trade; not- 
withſtanding all this, I ſay, the Mutinous would 
not be reſtrained from dropping Bills in the Moſ- 


ues, and even in the Seraglio, full of Sedition and 


eflexions upon the preſent Government; the Spi- 
rit of Rebellion being found to be of that Height 
that it ſeem'd like a Fire recover'd among Cinders, 
ready to take Flames at the firſt favourable Wind. 
Whilſt Peoples Minds were thus filled with diſ- 
aſtrous Apprehenſions, a ſudden Report was ſpread 
over the Town, that on the 7th of April (which 
happen'd that Lear to fall upon the Day of the 
great Bairam ) there would be a freſh Sedition. 
To guard againſt this new Calamity, the Court 
could not depend upon the Fidelity of the Jani- 
zaries, and therefore ſent ſtrong Detachments of Le-

about; in which he ſucceeded by ſame Acts of 
Cruelty againſt the poor Wretches which had diſ- 
obey'd his Orders. *Tis during his Adminiſtration 
that a Treaty of Peace was negotiated between the 
Port and the Sophi Son of Schab Huſſein; in which 
he carried himſelf ſo much the higher, becauſe he 
deſign'd to tranſport the War of Aſia into Europe, 
at the Inſtances of France, in whoſe Favour he al- 
ways ſhew'd a great Deal of Partiality : But he 
has not yet been in a Condition to effect his Pro- 
ject, having been prevented by his Depoſition, 
which happen'd on the 12th of March, 1732, 
after a Government which was ſomething leſs than 
ſix Months. During that Time he fill'd the whole 
Country with Terror by his barbarous Conduct; 
for, under Pretext of eſtabliſhing wholeſome Or- 
ders, he butcher'd People of all Sorts, and of both 
Sexes, by cauſing to hang and to behead a great 
Number of Men, and to drown ſeveral Women 
that were accuſed of ſome Irregularities. Am 
other his inhumane Executions he condemn'd a 
Woman of the Grecian Community to be hang'd, 
on Account of a Murder which happen'd in her 
Houſe between two Turks that had been drinking 
Wine of her ſelling. This cruel Method with 
which he treated both Superiors and Interiors, and 
his way of carrying himſelf high oa all Occaſions, 
having render'd him ſuſpected even to the Kislar 
Aga, whom he ſhew'd but a cold Reception, ſoon 
brought him to a Precipice, and he faw himſelf 
{tript of his Charge in a Moment, when he thought 
leaſt of it. | |

Tux next Day, the Sultan diſpatch'd his Capi - 


Silar Kiaia to Ai Pacha Governor of Tauris, for 
whom he had reſerved the Poſt of Grand Vizir. 


This Miniſter had made bimſelf Maſter of that 


City during the War with Perſia. After the Ele- 
vation of Sultan Mahmoud to the Throne, the ſame 
Kiaia brought him Orders to render the Place 
to the Per/ians, conformable to a Reſolution which 
had been taken in the Divan; but notwithſtanding 
the Grand Vizir's preſſing O/man to make Reſti- 
tution of the Place to the Perſians, Ali, who was 
of an oppolite Sentiment, made from time to time 
new Delays, till having received the News of his 
Promotion to the Charge of Grand Vizir, he not 
only ſurrender'd the Town to the Perſians; but, 
after having concluded a ſudden Peace with them, 


disbanded all the Ottoman Troops that were in 


Garriſon; fo that ſoon after his Arrival to Conſtan- 


ſinople, when the Perfians renew'd their War with 


the Turks, the Enemies of the new Vizir prevailed 
to leſſen the good Opinion which the Sultan had 
entertain'd of him. | IG 
Tris Miniſter made his Entry in Conſtantinople, 
on the 1oth of May, 1732, and continued to exer- 
ciſe his Charge after the ſame good Manner as he 
had begun. The new Declapation of the Perſians, 
indeed, which his great Enemy Achmet Pacha 
Governor of Babylon attributed to the Imprudence 


which Ali had ſhewn in leaving all the adjacent 
Places of Tauris unprovided of Troops and Provi- 


ſions, and which he look'd upon as the fundamen- 


-tal Cauſe of this Rupture, made a great many 
'think that his Adminiſtration would not laſt long ; 
but he ſhews by his Conduct that he is more wiſe 


and more prudeat than ſome did imagine; for he 


as | = 
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has known not only to provide for all the Exigen- 
cies of this War, but alſo almoſt ſeen himſelf in a 

Condition to conclude the Peace a ſecond Time. 

Hx is a Miniſter endow'd with ſeveral great Qua- 
lities, who has render'd himſelf the moſt agreeable 
to the Franks, by his Humanity and the Regard 
which he has ſhewn them hitherto, and does be- 
yond what his Predeceſſors ever did. He is full of 
Clemency to every body, as well Turks as Chriſti- 

ans: He is withall generous, affable, pious, paci- 
fick, and conſtant; and the Proof that fuch is his 
natural Character, without having any thing arti- 
ficial in his Conduct, is this, that if he had not 
been really ſo, he would not have wanted to ſhew 
ſomething to the contrary, during the two Years 
he has already been at the Helm of the Govern- 
ment. If the Rupture of the Perſians with the 
Turks had not been accompanied with as ſtrange 
Succeſs as it has been, this Miniſter might have 
been accuſed of Imprudence, for not having taken 
the proper Meaſures to prevent it: But, conſider- 
ing how Things have fallen out, there is Reaſon to 
believe, that any other Miniſter, how acute ſoever, 
would have been miſtaken. For, who could ever 
have thought that Thamas Kouli-Kan, after having 
defeated the Agbavans, would have carried his 
Pride (at his Return to Candabar) ſo far as to give 
Laws to his Sovereign, and what is ſtil] worſe, to 
dethrone him, purpoſely to ſatisfy his unmeaſur*d 
Ambition? Such an Event as this, has not only 
ſurprized the Sophi, but alſo the Turks, who be- 
liev'd to have nothing more to fear from the Per- 
fians, with whom they were at Peace : But, as un- 
common as his Conduct has been, ſo trifling have 
hitherto been his Succeſſes. |

 ArT8R this firſt Enterprize Kouli Kan declared 
to Achmet Pacha Governor of Babylon, That not 
being content with the laſt Treaty, he was reſobved to 
begin the War again, if the Port did not reſtore its 
new Conqueſts, Having received an Anſwer ſuit- 
able-to ſo haughty a Demand, he marched without 
Delay towards the Frontiers, where having taken 
ſome Places of little Reſiſtance, he advanced to- 
wards Bagdal, which he blocked up eight whole 

Months ; but was at laſt obliged to raiſe the Siege 

Mamefully, after a Combat of nine Hours, in 
which the Turtiſb General Topal Oſman defeated 
the Perſian Army, and carried off all their Bag- 
gage and Proviſions, | 

But this Misfortune did not curb his Courage: 
For ſoon after he returned with 30,000 Men to at- 
.tack the Turks near Cherchiut, a Town about ten 
Days Journey from Bagdad: But his Succeſs - was 
ag untortunate, and Oſman repulſed him with the 

7 ſame Valour and Advantage as before. This De- 

feat put him upon Thoughts of Peace, and he 
ſent Propoſitions to the Turłiſp General, with this 

- Preamble, That ſeeing very well that Providence did 
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Hill fo much needleſs Blood, and that he was 
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to ibe Ottoman Arms, be did not think it betoming te

come to Terms of Peace. To this Oſman — 2 
That he could not enter imo any Negociation with bim, 
becauſe be regarded him as a Rebel, who had not 
' the leaſt Power of treating: Then, imagining that 
Kouli-Kan's Propoſitions were the Effect of his 
Weakneſs, and therefore might bear him quite

down; flattered likewiſe by the Succeſs of the two 


firſt Battles, he reſolved to engage him again: But 
in this third Battle he did not only looſe the Glory 
which he had acquired in the two former, but his 
Life alſo; and his Army, diſcouraged” by his 
Death, fled and retreated to Chercbiut. 
THr1s melancholy News being brought to Con- 
ſtantinople, it put the Court and People under a 
great Conſternation ; and after different Conſulta- 
tions it was reſolved to ſend Chiupurli Adollab Pa-. 
cha Governor of Coni with all ſpeed to the Army 
at Cherchiut, with Orders to ten other Pacha's to 
join him, to make up a numerous and powerful 
Army; and the Port being afterwards informed by 
Achmet Pacha Governor of Babylon, and by two 
other Pacha's of Three Tails, of the new Progreſs 
of Kouli-Kan, who approached towards. B 
probably to beſiege that Place; the Port, I ſay; 
being informed hereof, took at once the Reſolution 
to make the neceſſary Preparations for taking the 


Field early in the Spring on that Side, under the 


Conduct of the Grand Vizir and the whole Court. 

Bur theſe Preparations being carried on ſo ſlowly, 
tis judged there is more Feint than Reality in this
